Quoth Hudibras^ theibuls of knighti^ 

If truly errant, can't be fprights 

But like to fouls of faint or martyr^ 

Iq quiet fleep for ever after r 

This I affirm and fo rejed 

Your proportion in effeA ; 

In truth 'tis fo abominable, 

I to contain myfelf a' n't able. 

What, Ralfhoy after we have been- 

Fighting and ftruggling againfl fin ; 

We that have plunder'^, preach'd, and prayed,. 

^Gainft evil couns'llors, fhallH be £iid, 
' That after all their loud jpretences 

For freedom of their coniciences. 

That they had no more grace nor merit. 

But to intruft an evil fpirit, 

To guard their arms ? why this would be 

A fcandal to all chivalry. 

Quoth Ralpb9^ won'd your wor (hip hear» 

Pd make it other ways appear^ 
I well nemember food and firing. 

Some years before I went a (quiring. 

Were both fo dear, to fave-the life 

Of my ownfelf, my child, and wife, 

I was conilrained to make bold. 

With Jandlord's hedges and his Mi. 

B 6 Gtf/'i^ 
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GoJts goodmfs more than mf defirt^ 
Did then. Sir, put into my heart. 
To choofe this tree, this bie&d tree. 
To be in need my ian^iuary. 
*Tis needlefs now and long to tell

ThePREFACE, 

THE Fuhlijh&r of this filhnuifig. difcowrfe^ has thought 
Jit to oblige *th$ lAjorld with a piece of curiofitv; it 
ivas penned above forty years fiice, hy the if^enious 
and celebrated author of Hv^hns. ^e libel luhich he an* 
fivers^ was the labour of one John Cook, mafier ^Grays- 
Inn, a great pains-taker in the mjifleries of rebellion. To 
gifvt^jou the original of it, ^t*wae aftuSed inveSive again^ 
theperfon of King Charles I. before the igigl) COtttt Of 
3RuStC8 (Jo called) of infamous tnemotyi but upon the non- 
pleading if the Royal Martyr ^ ^twas after<wards metamor* 
phos'd into a pamphlet^ with the Jpeciouj title of. King 
Charles*s cafe ; or an appeal to all rational men concern* 
ing his trial. Ho<w rational this appeal was, may. be eajily 
difcofvtr^d from thojk numerous fallacies and notorious falf 
hoods, 'which our author has dete&ed in him, not onfy as t<f 
ivhat concerns plain matter of fa^, but alfo^ in the pam* 
phkteer's pretended way of reafining, the falfe logic, 
and nAjorfe law, I Jhall not inter into the merits ofihe caufe s 
for I fuppofe the more rational part of mankind, is abun* 
dantfy fatisjied in the innocence of that great man, as to any 
thing that was laid to his charge ; and upon that account in- 
deed, there would have been ^ little occajion at this time of 
day to produce fo great an advocate for his memory, hut that 
there is ri/en- amongji us a nevi rule of the old republican 
fiamp, who have revived the quarrel, and copied out tho 
ohfolete and almoji forgotten fcandal of our libeller, and, 
made it their own. The author of Ludlow'j letter may bs 
recion'd amongji the firji of thefe, one that always fet up 
for a patron offailion, and a promoter of the Good old 
Caufe ; but Jhew'^d himfilf moji in that famous year, ivhest, 
he vuas one of the tribunes of tbe people, 1 Jhould not hav4, 
made fuch a digreJJion upon this worthy patriot, but that I 
find him to intrude amongji his friends, Mr Milton and^ 
our libeller, and feems to be the very copy of their malice, 
at leaji M not of their ivit ; and for that reafon, J muft 
confefs, he feems to be the leaji pointed at by ^ur anfwer, t 
K fi^all 
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JhaHjay no m$re Qf> bim at preftnt^ but pafs him hy twitb thi 
fame cvMten^t as liHi,gftmfi;ttment box imfify. d^^r; Uis^ biil. 
tuifeafonaUe quarrtlling ijuitb a man that U arnC d tuith fo 
muchtdirti piiM be fire of that if you have mfhii^ eifi. 

I need mt trouble the reader ivith any harangue upon out 
mutbor^ or bis hook; J.fift^fe be* is noftrar^er to the 
bonefier and more learned fart of the kingdom ; and as for the 
rejl fnnas their hefifecurity they ivere not bnotvu by bim, I 
Jhall only add, that it njoas Mr Batier^sde/^n- to>^print t^o 
difeourfe bimfelf bad not death- prevented him ; andfince it 
has fell into the editor^ s bands ^ '/ri but a fieu ofjufiice to 
his memory f to let the worldmaie their adi^ania^ of it^ 

Mr Cook, 

HAVING latdy fecn a book of yoBr^iv wlfick yeir aie 
plcafcd tDcall KingCHJR L B S bis cafiy or an ap- 
peal to all rationed men concerning his ttyali ! was mudi 
iqvitcd to read it j hf theifigeDnity promtftdiB yoartide* 
For having hearc} yoa fiyle y«our feff feliciCor^iferal for the 
k1ng*s dread foveretgtr, and your own honourable cfienty 
tJ^ people ; I was mttch takeir with your impartiality, that 
not only exempts all rational men fh>m being fo^r dieftls-io 
this cafe, ih making thenr, by yourappeal, yoar judges: fof 
no man, yon know, can be judge in-his^owncafei bnt ac- • 
loiowledge your high court, from which yoB appeal to all 
rational men to confift" of no it^ch : but. indeed I had not 
read many lines befbre T found mine own error, as well as 
youtV, and'your proceedings nothing agreeable to the plain 
dealing fe^qjcfted from you ; for you prcfendy'^ to in- 
fUlt upon the unhappinefs of your uiKkfenred' adversary , 
and thatimk fo little xpodi&ration, as if you fltoveto make- 
it a: qucftion whether his incomparable patience, or your 
own uiigoverned' paflton, fhould be the greater wonder ol 
men, prepofteroufly concluding him guilty, before, with 
onc^iyHable, you had proved him fo : a ftrange way of do- 
i)ig juftice! which you endeavour to make good by a ftrange^ 
hiftlent railing- and more infoient proceeding to the fecrcc 
counfel* of almighty God, from whence yoft. prefumo t« 
give-.fentepce on-him» a boldnefs nt> left impious than un- 
TOft' in you, wcrft it true, fince we caft never know it x» 

But indeed it is hard to (ay, whether yon have fhewit 
more m^ice or vanity in this notable declaration of your*s? 
for hethatconfiderstheaiFcdlation, andfantaftic lightneft 
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of your Ungoage, (fuch as Inland^ » land of Jri ;. bit-fheep , 
for biihops ; and other fnch ingmous elegances of quibble) 
muft needs confefs it an oratory more becoming a fool in a 
play, or F//^rj before the rabble, than the patrons of his 
fovereign*5 fovereign,. or the gravity of that court, which . 
you fay, right wifely, ihall be admirM atthe day of judg- . 
ment. Ai^ therefore you do ill to accufe him of reading. 
J^oiptfeM* ssjid SJi^aieJ^arh plays^ which,, it (eems, you have < 
been more in yourfelf to much worfe purpoie, eifeyouhad 
never hit, fo right upon the very di^elt of their railing ad- 
vocates^ in w&ch (believe me) you have itally out-aded 
al that they could &ncy.ofpaffioBateand ridiculou^outrage. 

For certainly, Sir, I am fi) charitable to believe it was 
your paiion that impofed upon' your, underftanding; elfe, 
ai a g9ntiemaa> you could ha^ve never defcended to fuch. 
peailantry- of language, efpeciafiy a^nd fuch a perfon, to 
whom (had he never been- your prince) no law enjoins 
(whatfoever his olsnces were) the punifhment of ribaldry^ 
And for' the laws of God they, abfolutely condemn it : of 
whicS I wondfir^ you that pretend fomuch to be of his- 
counfd, iho^ be either fo ignorant or forgetful: 
. Calaanty is- the viiifatioa of Qod^ and. (as preachers tell 
iH) a &vour he-doesto thofe he loves ; wherever it falls it 
is the work of his hand, and (hould become our pity, not 
our infolence* This the ancient heathen knew, who be- 
lieving thunder came from the arm^ of God, reverenced 
the v^ry trees it lighted upon. 

But your paifion hath not only miiled you againfi civiljty„ 
and chrifUan charity, but. common fenfe aifo; elfe yon* 
would never have driven your chariot of reafon (as yoOr 
call it) fo far out of the road, that you fbrgiet whither yoa 
are going, and run over every thing that ftandsinyour 
way : I mean, your unuiual way of argument, not only a-^ 
gainft reafon but yourfelf, as you do it at the firft fally ; for 
alter your £t of raving is over, you beftow much pains ta 
prove it one of the fundamentals of law, that the kiiig is 
not above the law» but the law above the king. And thfs^ 
you derajgQ,"as you call it, fo ^, that at length you fay,, 
the king hath not by law fo much power as a jullice of peace 
to commit any jnan to prifon ; which you would nevee 
have done, if you had confide/ed from whom the juftice 
derives hk power, or in whofe name his warrants run ; 
elfe you may as well fay a man may give that which he hath 
aot i or prove the moon hath more lig.ht than the fun, be- 
K z caufe 
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caafe he cannot Ihine by night as the moon doth. But 
you needed not have ftratn^ fo hard, for this will ferve 
you to no purpofe, but to prove that which was never de- 
nied by the king himfelf ; for if you had not a much worfe 
memory than men of your condition ihould have, you 
could not fo foon have forgotten, that immediately after 
the reading of that charge, the king demanded of your 
high court, ly nuhat la'vj they C9uld fit to judg% bim% (as 
offering to fubmit if they could produce any,) but then fi- 
lence or interruption were thought the bell ways of con- 
feffing there was no fuch thing : and when he undertook 
to Ihew them both law and reafon too, why they could 
not do it, the righteous prelident told him plainly. He 
mufi ha'oe neither lanv nor reafon % which was certainly (as 
you have it very finely) the moft comfrehenfive^ impartial^ 
and glorious fitce^ of juftice that e<ver ivas plaid on the 
theatre of England : for what could any court do more 
than rather condemn itfelf than injure truth. 

But you had better have left this whole bulinefs of the 
law out of your appeal to all rational men^ who can make 
no ufe of itj but againft yourfelf: for if the law be above 
the king, much more is it above the fubje£k. And if it 
be fo heinous a crime in a king to endeavour to (et himfelf 
above law, it is much more heinous for fubje^s to iet 
themfelves above king and law both^ Thus, like right 
mountebanks, you are fain to wound and poifon your- 
felves to qheat others, whot^nnot but wonder at the con- 
fidence of your impollure, that are not aihapti*d to magnify 
the power of the law, while you violate it; and confe& 
you fet yourfelf really above the law, toclmdemnthe king 
for but intending it. 

And indeed intentions and defigns are the moft confidera- 
ble part both of your accufations and proofs, fome of which 
you are fain to fetch a great way off, as far as his coronation 
oath, which you next fay, He^ or the archbijhops iy his 
irder^ tmafculatedy and left out 'very material ixjords, (yfhioh 
the people -(hall chufe) which is falfe; for thefe words 
were not left out, but rendred with more fenfe, {whick 
the commonalty have) and if you confider what they re- 
late to, (cuftoms) you will find you cannot, without open 
injury, interpret, elegeret, (in the Latin oath) fball 
chufe, noty hath chofen i for if yOU will hSLVt tonfuetudi^ 
nes quas njulgas elegerit, to mean cuftoms, which are to 
be not only ufe, which mufl be often repeated before it 
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become a cOftom, but, choiGe, which neceilarity precedes 
ufe. 

fiat fappofe it were as you would have it, I cannot fee 
with what reaibn you can prefume it to be a deiign to fub- 
vert the laws, fince you know he had fworn to defeild 
them before, in the iird article of the oath, from which I 

^ wonder how you can fuppofe, that fo wife a prince (as you 
acknowledge him to be) could be fo irrational to believe, 
bimfelf abfolute by this omiflion. But you are not with- 
out farther contradidlion yet, for if he were fo perfidious 
pi violator of oaths, as you would have the world believe, 
what reafoQ had he to be confcientious of taking them ? 
Certainly he hath little caufe to be nice what oaths he takes, 
that hath no regard what oaths he breaks. 

Nor can Tpoffibly underfland your other condruflion 
of his refufal to take the oath, as his predecefTors had done ; 
which you will have a defign to refufe his alTent to fuch 
good laws, rather than bad ones, as the parliament (hould 
tender ; for befides the abfurd conceits, that he mull flill 
like the bad better than the good^ if you coniider what you 
fay afterwards, the charitable fenfe will appear, by your 
own words, to be the trueft ; for you confefs he gave not his 
aflent to any bad one, elfe you had not been fain, for want of 
fuch, to accufe him of a few good ones, as you do there ; which 
of thefe is moft probable, let ewexy rational chriilian judges. 
Your next argument to prove the king's deiign to de- 
Uroy the law, is thus ordered*: thofe knights that were by 
an old ilatute to attend at the king's coronation, being pro- 
mifed by his proclamation (in regard of the infc^ion then - 
fpread through ^he kingdom) a difpenfacion for their ab- 
fence, were after fined at the council .table; no doubt 
by the procurement of fome of your own tribe, where they 
pleading the proclamation for their indemnity, were an- 
fwered, that the law of the land was above any proclama- 
tion : your concldion is therefore, the king had a defign'to 
fubvert the laws : fure there is no man in his wits but would 
conclude the contrary ; fuch arguments as thefe are much 
like the ropes that Oineus twifted only for aflcs to devour. 
But if this fhould fail, you know you were provided with 

another, not lefs fubflantial, and that is, his alteration of 
the judges commiiCons, who heretofore had their places 
granted to them during their good behavior, but he 
made them but during pleafure ; of this you make a fad 
buiinefs of a very imaginary evil confequence> but if you 
K 3 had 
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iiad confidered before, what yoa iay ^piefently mfter, tint 
the king, and not the judges, is to be accountable for the 
injafiice and oppreflion of tbe.govemnrent, (ff<. yonvroald 
hart found it very juft that he fiieuld ufe his'pkafuFean 
their difmiifion as well as choice ; for men <tf your pio- 
fefBon, that have lived long enough to be judges, ate ooc 
fuch punies in cunning, to play their feats of iniquity a- 
boveboard ; and if they may fit Ml they can be proved l)b 
have mrfbehaved themfelves : the prince that is to give -an 
account for all, may fooner know he isabafed, than bow 
to help hhnfelf. 

AH the inconvenxency which yon can iknoypclffiiife to 
enfae it, is only to fuch bad judges as bvi^ fheir places ; 
of whofe condition and lofs you are very '^dfible, as-if 
they had too hard a bargain of injnftiee, believe they may 
have reafon enough to give unjuft judgment, father than 
lofe their places, and their money too, if 'they ^Ihall receive 
fuch intimation from the king. But you ^^rget your 
fc]f when you put this in your Apfeal to dU rmtionaimin i 
for they will tell you, this was a bold affrantdone to your 
high court of jufttce ; for if it were potential tyranny (as 
you will have it) in the king, to have but a defign to in-, 
ure the judges to give icntence againft th^%iw, which 
you fay brings the people the next'ltep to Ai^ry : what 
16 it in thoie who preiume to give featence themfelves, 
not only contrary to law, bat f& declared i^inioQ of all 
the judges, and thofe of their chafing teo ; And (I be- 
feech you) whither, by your own do^rine, doca- this 
bring the people that fubmit to it? Certainly, if yoa 
that can ^ccufe the king of this, had been a Jew herett>- 
fore, you would cot only have ibned your fellows, but 
your Saviour too. 

But if all yoar arguments ihould mifcarry, you have a 
referve left that does (as you fey) irrefragably prove the 
defign ; what^s that ? He is reftleis to deftroy parliaments, 
or make them nfelefs. Believe me, this is right ignHtm 
per ignotius, excellent oonfequence to prove his defign 
by his defires ; yoa ihould have proved his defires firft, 
(k you wonld prove his thoughts by his thoughts) for 
certainly if ever be defigned it, he defired k'firft. You 
had better have concladed plainly he did tt, becanfehe 
defigned it, for that is all one in lenfe : but if I might be 
but half fo bold with your defigns, I fhould, with more 
reafon gutfit, you have one to ms^ us believe your ^- 
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niiar-^sapiaiQttnce with ^tbefeerer ooanTels of QfA^ (which 
'7BU isa c^ften |»retended to) elfe certainly he has given the 
jdefires of men lb friviiteii ]o4guig» that without his oWn 

- 4iA»veiy» (which you can give us no account of) you 
'havrnotother way to know them. You do well, and» if 
I may advife you, you fliall give over this unkcky thing 
called jwaibn, sad, betake yourfelf wholly to revelations. 

How thefe arguments might prevail with your high 
xourt of juftiee, I cannot leS : bttt» in my opinion, the/ 
iuKlJicile.BBafon to thank yoa for this kii; for while you 
make the kinga ttaytoc, and prove his meer defire to de- 
^re^ die iMrliammt, or make it ufek^, on purpofe to fiib- 
vert the llanrs, you do but tell them what they are that 
have^dready done it ^ and the people, what a deal of law 
tkey are 'to«iqped iieMafter. Alhyou canjuftly, in your 
own &nfe, accnfe libe ising of^ is, but difcontinaance or 
untimely diiTolation of parliaments ; which I wonder with 
what icnfe you can ititeq>net a defign to deilroy the parlia- 
imenis, &n9e:aU the world knows when he parted with 
ills pomrer Jo -dlfibive the parliament too. But fee how 
•doubiy mifoft you are ; you aecufe him for not calling 
padmnaits ib -often lis he was bound to do by the law, 

. once a jFear, :(as you fay) or oftiener; but never confider 
how that:js impoifible to be done, without diiTolving them 
:as often, for doing which, notwithiianding, with foonuch 
xkmyaur^ {yourcomkann him. Thus you charge him with 
SBconiifteneies, aead may with much aaore reafon aecufe 
bim for calling pariiamente ; .becau(e if he had not called 
them, he could never have difiblved them, which is very 
like your way of argument. 

£at much better than you commonly ufe i for your next 
(to mmom an objeAion out of your way) is thus maoa* 
ged: the king, iand not .the juc^ and evil conafeUors, 
paght ito ibe iacconntable im* the bmIc adminiftratioas, 
irguftkes, and opprtsfiions of t^: parijament, your wafoiis 
are, beeadfe lie made iuch wi(Sccd ^tnd corrupt judges : were 
they iiothis own:ci«ature8i? .And OfS^x. not every man ^o 
be accountaUe :fbr the work of -his own hands? Relieve 
me, this>was ibmethhig, .if you^ouldiprove he nnde ihem 
wicked, as well as ijudgcs. But if this |)Jea hold* yoa 
have argued well ibr yourdmaoosable <clients, the.people ; 
for if they made the king, as. you .fay they did, you have 
ideated him of all faahiiarrid orimes* murthars, andtmaf- 
Aem, which youaaioeib much qpaim^ xo no j»iirpof«, tto 
K 4 aecufe 
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accafe him of; and, like a right man of law, have andone 
vour clients, upon whofe fcore you fet them. Your next 
bufinefs will be to prove God guilty of the fins of wicked 
men, for they are his creatures, and the work of his own 
hands, I take it. But this is your perpetual method of 
doing him right, to make, him fole author and owner of 
all his ill -ordered or unhappy adions, and not allow him 
a ihare in any good deed or ad of grace. 

And thefe are the fundamentals of the chai^, only flip- 
pofitions of intentions and defigns, which how far you have 
proved jaft or profitable, let any man but yourfdf judge. 
The courfe yoo take siterwards, is much worfe in my 
opinion, for you make your own grounds, and either not 
prove them at all, or (which is worfe) prove them up- 
on their own bottom ; as when you take upon you to ftate 
the ground of your wars, and prove the king to be the 
caufe of ir, you do it thus : 

The king (you fay) fet up his ibuidard of war for the 
'advancement and upholding ofhisperfonal intereft, power, 
and pretended prerogative, againft the pubKck intereft x)f 
common right, peace, and fafety. How do you prove this? 
Becaafe he fought for the Militia, for a power to call and 
difTolve parliaments, a negative voice, CO make judges, 
confer honours, grant pardons, make corporations, in- 
hanfe or dabafe money, and avoid his own grants, Thefe 
you call his perfonal intereft, power, ai^ prerogative, 
which you fay he fought for : now, put the pofi^on and 
proof together, and iee what fenfe it will make; truly 
none but this : that he made war for his prerogative, be- 
caufe he fought for his prerogative : is not this fine lo« 
gic I but fuppofe it were fenie, how do you prove he 
fought for his prerogative } To this you have not one word 
to. fay ; and why then fhould we father take your word 
than the king's, who protefied he took arms in defence of 
the proteftaat teligion, the liberty of the fubjed, the pri- 
vileges of parliament, and laws of Ef^land} Certainly 
there is no man in his wits, but would rather believe hia 
words, than your arguments, if he does but confider that 
the moft improbable part of all, (he protefted to fight for 
the defence of the privileges of parliament,) is found by 
experience, to be no paradox : how true the reft is, time 
will inHrudl you. But ye^ I cannot fee why we ihould 
Tiot rather believe them, than the pretences of the parlia- 
ment, which were more to fight in defence of his |>erfoii, 

and 
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and their own privileges, which how they have perform- 
ed, yourfelf can tell } but all this while you miHake your 
own queftion, which was not the right of the caafe, but 
^he caufe, or (as you have it) the occafion of the war i and 
if you had a purpofe to know that, aflions had been the 
only gQideof your inquiry; for intentions and words are 
uncertain, and if they make no ailaults in private quar« 
reU, I know not why they ihould in publick i and there<»^ 
fore, iince we can never agree about the truth of more re- 
mote caufes, 'tis moft juft for us to place thecaufe of the 
war, where we find the firft breach of the peace. Now, 
that the king was cleared of this, all indifferent men, who 
had the unhappineis to be acquainted with the method of 
their own undoing, can very well teftify^ And if the 
parliament ihould deny it, their own votes would coiv 
tradid them, as well as their adlions ; for when they firfl 
raifed horfe and arms, they pretended to do fo, becauie 
it appeared, the king, feduced by wicked counfel, in- 
tended to make war againft the parliament ; whereby they 
confefs he had not then done it» and they had fo little 
ground to make it appear he ever would, that they were 
lain to ufurp. the right of his caufe, to juftify their own; 
and, they (ay, took arms for the defence of the king ; 
which, if we .grant, it muft follow, they firft made war 
againU him ; for nobody elfe ever did, againft whom they 
could pebbly defend him : nor. did their adions, in of- 
fering the firll violence, lefs declare who began the war, 
when having an army ready to invade him, before he fct 
up his ftandard, they both followed and fct upon him, 
as they did at EdgehilL Go as far as you can, you wiU 
ilill find the Scstt^ (whoie quarrel the parliament took up 
,at the fecond hand, as well as they followed their exam* 
pies) were the firft beginners of alK 

This being granted, how the king could afterwards da 
)&h than he did, I cannot undcrftand: firft he was bound 
hy the law of nature (which yqu ' fay is kgiflative, and 
hath a fufpenfive power overall hun»n laws) to defend 
hintfclf. Secondly, by his coronation-oath, which he 
took to keep the peace. And how could he do that, but 
by his raifing power to fpprefs thofe who had already 
brekcnit? Thirdly, by the laws of the land, which, you 
fay, trufted him with the power of the fword And how 
could he prefcrve that truft, if he had fat ftiil, and fuffer- 
cd others, not only to take it from bim, but to ufe it 
jgainftbim? Kj ,,„„., ,,GooBttt 
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BttC it Is moil jpfcMeit that he never intendea k, ^dfe 
*%€ vna very tmwife to let thembe before-hand with iiiin, in 
ieizkig upon hkcaAks, magassines, ^nd (hips; .for which 
theie am be ne reafon Imagined, but ^t he 'was loth Co 
^e diem anjr occafion (in Imring ttoa) to fnfpcd he 
tiid'httt intend a ¥mr. And by 00 thw, I douht notbnt 
it appears plain enough tn all vatlonal-nan, that he was 
-fo ^r from being the caiile^ of the war, •Hnt'he father foil 
into it 1>y avoiding it ; ^nd that he avolM it Co long, till 
%e was foin to take arms at fo great a 'disadvantage, as he 
J)ad almoft as good ha^e iktdill and fafibred. And inrthis 
. yott have ^ed the king with the 4ame juf&ce the chri- 
ilians received ^m Niro, who haraig fet Rome<in fire 
^himfelf, a facriiic^ to his oWn wiclfeed g^nins, lakl the 
<)diom of it on the chriftians, and pat them to death for k. 
But this wiay yon found too fair -and open -for your pur- 
*fofcf and therefore declined it; for having fnroved hia 
intentions by his. deiires, and his anions by his inten- 
tions, you attempt a more prepofteroiis 'way yet to prove 
'bothy by what might ^ve been hn intentions : and to 
this purpofe yen haVe the confidence (in ipite of fonfe) 
to make contingences the final caofo of diings-j and im- 
^politick accidental, poflible inconveniencies ^whidi 'all the 
%vit of man can never avoid) the intended reafonB of ^ikte. 
Ae when you will have the king fight foi^ die Milida, 
tmly to command the purfc of the peo^e ; for a power 
to make judges, only to wieft the laws-; to grant par- 
dons, that publidc fpirited men (as you call them) may 
he made away, and the murderers pardonM, &fr. All 
which being citatures of your own fancy and malice, (and 
no part of his gnarrel,) yon are fo fiir from proving he 
-fought for, that when you have fthdned your ability, all yon 
can fay, is but this, in your own fenfe, that he fought 
for'a power to do that which he never would do when it 
was in his power ; -but if you take this liberty, I cannot 
but think how you would beilir youHelf, if you eonld hat 
get your God, as you have done your king, before fuck 
an impartial liigh court of juftice as this! how would yon 
charge him with his mifgovernment in nature, for which, 
by the very fame logic, you may prove he made us all 
flaves, in caufing the weaker to hold his life at the ]^ea- 
fore of the llronger ; that he fet up a fun to dasezle onr 
eyes, that we might not fee ; and to kindle fevers in our 
^eins, made fire to burn usj water to. drown us ; and air 
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%o poflim «s, and #wn AmaBd jolHce agakdl iKhn;; att 
ivhich yon may caiily do, now you •have tbe trkk .onX 
^tke'vei^ faiiie ^reafon will ferve again, ^iidjwidiqamck 
more probability ; ibr ^tis eafier to prove^ tkat ntn iiave 
^eeii bQint and drowned, and'ditfd <>f tke flagua, ^faati 
to tnake it appear the king «ver ijfed your finer aLevooe 
to ]«moire pdblick fpirited men; tr cstfk yoa» wsdioiie 
«Et]eme tnjufticc, iuppofe "he -tver would ? For it is ^fi> 
«nQch,as very wdl known, he iiighly &voiired and^ad* 
<va»€ed his mateft oppofers, (for fuch you sieBaiy I know) 
mhom he found owners of any eminent defot, asfiiedifl 
"^e earl df ^trajfard^ and the «ttomey*genenrl JV^r, (and 
^r other honeft men, as jou will have thnm) whxya 
^ney xk ^fedition fet againft him, by your own K»nM- 
6on ; 4ie<lid not ftiffer thofe47lack Hars (very ftninge ones) 
to flip their nofes, and crop their ears. 

But now I thiiik thefe honeft jpublick fph-itad men, 
certainly ^me -of tiiem have not fo good an opinion ^ 
the honefty of your publick proceedings, bat fhi^ wookl 
-wiUingly venture, not only their cars again, (if they had 
ihem) but their heads too, in ddianee of yomr moft 
comprehenfive piece of juftiee, whofe caule, while you 
take upon you to piesd, againft their confent, asyoa 
iiavetdoneyour honourable clients, the people ; you deferr^, , 
tn reafon, to be thrown over the bar, by your own party-; 
ibr you but confefs your own injulUce, while you ao- 
knowkdge the publidc honefty of thofe that moft op- 
pofc it. 

How foKd t>r pertinent thofe arguments of your's have 
%een, let any man, that is fober, judge: but you are rt- 
'felvcd, right or wrong, they Ihall pafs : to let us know 
*ow eafily he that mts the unhappinefs to be judjeed by 
4)k enemies, is found guilty of any thing they pTeafe to 
lay to his charge ; and therefore, fatisfied with yotir own 
evidence, yon prooeed to fentence, and condeaim the 
kmg with mndi formality, by the fundamentftl laws of 
this kingdom, 1>y the general law of all nations, and the 
tmanimous confent of all rational men in the world ; icr 
-employing the power of the fword to the deftruftion of 
The people, with which they intrufted him for their own 
•proteftion. How you got the confent of rational men 
to this fentence, I cannot imagine ; for Uis moft certain 
(by your own confeffion) that he never employed the 
fword, bnc againft thofe who firft A> ight to deprive him 
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of it ; and by that very aa» declared they did not traf 
him, and confequently abfolved him both from the obli- 
gation that he haid to proted them, and the poifibility too : 
for no man can defend another longer than he defends him* 
feif; fo that if you will have your fentence to be juil, 
you muft confefs it to be nonfenfe ; for yea muft not only 
prove, that thok who fought againft him, were the 
people that tnifted him, not thofe who fought for him, bat 
the lefler, or lefs coniiderable part of the people, the people, 
as you have the confidence to call your honourable clients^ 
being not^ the twentieth part of the very rabble ; which if 
you can do, you are much wifer than SoU/non ; for it is 
eafier to^ divide a child in two parts, than to make one of 
thofe two parts a whole child ; and if you have the trick 
on't you IhaU be next i^lowed to prove, that take 4 out of 6, 
there remains 6 ; nor is there more juflice or reafbn in thf 
iientenoe, than in the courfe you take to uphold it; for 
' while you deny the old maxim of law. That the kh^ cm 
d9 no 'wrwg, you maintain a new one much worfe, Tlhai 
he majf fufftr aatf : and having limited this power to ad - 
only according tp law, expofe him to fuiFer, not on- 
ly without, but agalnft the law. Truly it is hard meafore, 
but, rather than fail of your purpoie, you will make as 
bold with fcripture as you have done with reafon, ifk 
jftand in your way ; as you do when you interpret that place 
'Of the apoHle, ffhire no law iV, there is na tnptj^refion, 
to mean, where there is neither law of God, nor nature 
cor pofitive law : I wonder where that is; certainly you 
bad better undertake to find out a plantation for Jrchimedes 
his engines to move the earth, tli^ but fiincy where tha^ 
can be, which you mud do before you can make this fcrip> 
ture to be ^nderftood to your purpofe ^ and I cannot but 
fmile, to think how hard a talk that will be for fuch a 
ilrong fancy as you£*s, that cannot conceive what yourfelf 
affirm i for when you deny it poflible to fuppofe two fo- 
preme powers in one nation, you forget that you, had ac- 
knowledged much more before ^ for you confefs the king 
to be fupreme, when you fay, \&ry elegantly* he made 
head againfl the parliament, who acknowledge him to be 
head t^sreof, and yet you fay the parliament is the fu^ 
preme authority of the nation. Thus you affirm tha^ 
really to be, vi^hich you think is impu)ffib]e to imagine. 

fiut fuch lucky contradidions of yourfelf, as wellaji 
fenfe, arc as familiar with you as railing, for beiidcs the 
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many before mentioned, and your common incoagruitks 
of fpeech, is as fsr from conltrudion» as the pttrpoi&; 
there are others which for your encouragem^ent, oaght not 
to be omitted; and when you would prove the king the 
moil abominable tyrant . that ever people (u&red under» 
yet you fay he was beloved offome, and fearisd abroad: 
his judges you compared to the iaints fitting in judgfnei^t 
at the laft day, and yet, by your own dodlrine, they are 
more like bears and wolves, in fetting by a commiilion of 
forces their high court is a rpyid palace of the principles 
of freedom, and yet, till the people voluntary fubmit to 
a government, (which they never did to that) they wese 
but flaves. The parliament (you fay) . petitioned the king, 
as good fubje£ls, and yet, immediately after, yoa make, 
them his lords, and himfelf fervant;' fo they give him 
the honour of his own royal aifent, and yet they often 
petitioned him for it. His trial you call moil impartial* 
and yet cannot deny all his judges to be parties, and 
his . profefs'd enemies. But you hit pretty right, when 
yoa iay he caufed more proteilant blood to be ihed than 
ever was fpilt either by Rome^ heathen or antichrifliani; 
for grant that partly to be true, and confefs as much 
proteilant blood as ever was fpilt by the heathen ^a- 
$aam^ unlefs they, could kill proteilants eight hundr^ 
years before there were any in the worid ; which elo- 
quent piece of nonfenfe we mufl impute to your igno- 
rance in chronology, or confuilon of notion, which yoa 
pleafe. Nor are thofe riddles oTcontradidlion only iii 
, your words, but !» the whole courfe of your proceed* 
ingSy for you never do the king any right, but where yoa 
do him the greateft wrong ; and are there only rationat, 
where you are mod inhuman; as in your additional ac- 
cuiations, iince his death, for there you undertake to 
prove fomething, and give your reafons (fuch as they 
are) to make it appear, which were fair play, if you do 
not take an advantage too unreafonable, to argue with 
the dead. But your other impeachments confift only of 
generals, prove nothing ; or intentions,, which can nevg: 
be proved ; or your own forcM conilru£)iion of a£lions, 
or what might have been alliens, but never were;, all 
which you only aggravate with impertinency and foul 
language, but never undertake to prove; and if we ihoul4 
grant all you would fay, and fuppofe you fay it in fenj^ 
or order, it would ferve you to no purpofe, unlefs you

^ts iflhtmumityf to ttccnfe tire king, tAer Itis Jtetdh, of 
^m^tyom* are-a(hamed to charge him with, 'when iflrve? 
For what you fay co n cer ni ng "Sic death of king Jttmesy 
70a will become the fconi of yonrown party, for they 
-tiever nfed it^^ther than they found it tif advantage 10 
^4ome defign titey had in liand i -as vdien they wouM ^moTe 
•the king to grant their proportions, they made itierve 
*for an argument to him ; if he ^oold iign, iie fliocSd fc 
ftill their gracxoos king, if not, ht krlltd his fiither. "Bot 
vAiKa they found he would t>ot be convinced -^i^ foch 
'•logic, they laid it uttetly afide^ for (without ^doofot) 
-tli^ had not loft an advantage fo ufefui as '^ey might 
have, made it in the charge, had they not known rt^onfd 
'have coft them mo^ impudence to maintain^ than they 
«ihould need to ofe in proceeding without it ; but let us 
^coilfider your ftudcnfs might with which»you firft fay you 
'are iatisfied, and yet lafoer have it 'as ^riddle. Frft, lie 
hvas obfeiv^ to hate the diikc, but inftantly, upon -the 
'death of king ^im^/, todc him into his fpedal graceand 
-iavour, of which you conceive this art muft be the cauie. 
'Believe nie, your ciotijcfture is contrary to all experience^ 
and the common manner of princes, who uie to love the 
treafon, but hate the traytor; and if' he -had been fo po- 
-litick a tyrant, as you wodddefcribe him,' he wooM 
«evcr believe his KJfe fefe, nor his kin^om his own, 
while any man 'lived, (much lefsiiis enemy, -whom Tuch "a 
^king would never truft) of v^tofe giftandHfiKTecy4ie heM 
them both; nor is it likely that he. Who would not fpase 
the life of his father to gain a kingdom, ihould fpare the 
. life of his enemy to fecure it. As for his difiblving the 
paiiiament, I believe not only all wife men, but all that 
-ever heard of this, will atquit him, whether he did it to 
•avoid the duke*s impeachment, you cannot prove; but 
*if you could, you muft confider, that in foch cafes prin- 
ces aay as well proteft their ^vourites from injury as ju- 
fticc, fince no innocence can ferve them, if they lie as 
open to the queftion, as they do to the envy of men. 
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But for the better fitisik^^ion of thofe yoa appeal to, 
I fhall add this: it is moft certain, that this humoar of 
innovation began to ftir in the 6rft parliament of this Icing, 
and grow to an itch in the oommons for die alteration of 
government.; to i^hich end, they fitft refolved to piUI 
down the chief inftrtnnent thereof, the dulce of ^^• 
itigham: but having then -no ^ra/n&tirmy, nor aftofcon- 
tinoance, ^ aflore their fitting, all th^ wit of malioecoukl 
never invent more politick coarfe than to impeach him, 
find put this artide (tnie or fklfe) into his charge ; for 
thus they were not only^ fare of -die af{e6Hon of the peo- 
ple, who (out of the OHnmottftte of favourites) generally 
^fcated the duke, and are always pleafed with the ruin of 
their fnperiors, but fecnred from 4tit king^ interpofition, 
whom they bdieved, by this means, bound up ^roni pro- 
'tcAiogthe duke, (tho' he knew his innocency) le(l the 
•enry and fury of all ihould fa^ltipon himfelf ; but the king 
who nnderftood their meanbg, and knew this was but 
in order to their further attempts, (which always begin 
with fttCh facrifiGes) iudd^ly diflolved the parliament, 
and, by his wifdom and poliqr, kept that calamity fijc- 
•tefen- y^ars after from die people, which the very feme 
i»>ttrie9 and^fateof thefe unhappy times, have fmee brought 
-upon them. But you have taken more pains to 'prove 
'him guilty, itnce his death, of the lebellion'in IrelanH^ 
«ltho* with as little reaibn or ingenuity, only you deal 
^rly in the beginning, and tell us what judgment ai^d 
tcon^nee we are to expert from you, when you fay, 
as a ground of all your proofs, Ifym meet a man running 
down flairs y ixnih a hiooify fwtfrd rn bis hand^ andf^d 
a man flabhed in ihe cbamher, tbo^ you did not fee this 
man, run into the bodjf by that man -^bich you met, yet 
if you mfere tf the jury^ you durft not but find him guilty 
of the murther, I hope not, before you know whether 
the man killed were-fent by the king to fetch the man 
•you met, for then you may fay it muft be' in his own 
defence : truly you are a fubtk enquirer, but let us hear 
^Ibme of the clear pro(»fs ; firfl, he durfi never dew^ it db" 
foktefy ; befides the notorious faHhood of that, it is mofl 
lenfeiefs to imagine, that he who had wickednefs enough 
to commit fo horrid an a£b, ihould have the innocent 
xnodefty not to deny it, when he durft not own it. Me 
fent thanks to Mujkerrt and Piunket, by Ormond, which 
you afc confident hit height of fpuit would never have 
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done, if be had not been as guilty asthemfelves; and 
may not Ormottd, that carried the thanks, be, by the 
fame rcafon, as well proved guilty as the king? What^s 
next, Jf he bad not ban guilty^ hi laould han>t made a 
thou/and deciaratiws ; and have fent So all princes in the 
fwrld for ajjtftance againft fitch hell-hounds and blood- 
hounds, &c* That was . impoilible to be done, without 
fending to the Pope, and then you would have proved 
it clearly indeed. But the copy of his commiilion to 
the Irijh rebels, is in the hands of the parliament. 'Tis 
moft certain they never believed it themfelves, elfe it 
had not been omitted in thechai^. But now for an ar- 
gument to the purpofe ; after the Irtjh were proclaimed 
tray tors and rebels by the king, their general/Council made 
an oath to bear true and ^thfulallegiance to king Charles, 
and by all means to maintain his royal prerogative, again^ 
the puritans in the parliament of England^ wiidch they 
would never have done, unleCs he had commanded or 
confented to the rebellion : but obferve then what will 
follow; after the two houfes at Weftminfier were pro- 
claimed rebels and tray tors by the king, they made ^ 
folemn covenant to defend his royal per&n, rights, and 
dignities, againft all oppofers whatfoever, and therefoce 
. by the fame reafon he did command or confeut to the 
war raifed by the parliament againft himfeif. But did they 
not fay they had his commiifion, and call themfelves ^ 
king and queen's armies ? But then, you forgot wh0 
they were that faid fo, hell-hounds, and blood-hound^ 
. £ends and iire-brands, and bloody devils, not to be nani- 
ed without fire and brimftone ; do you think fuch are nqt 
to be believed, (efpecially when they fpeak for their owp 
advantage) rather than (he people of God, the faithful of 
the land at Wefiminfier, who likewife, when, they raifed 
forces, faid, they did it for the king and parliament I can 
any. man in his wits deny but the Idgng is to be believed 
before either of thcfe ? and yet you cannot be perfwaded, 
but his oiFer to go in perfon to fupprefs the rebellion, was 
a defign to return at (he head of 20 or 30000 rebels to 
have deftroyed this nation. .That's x^lxy ftrange! but 
£rft, how ihall we believe what you fay before, (to fhew 
your breeding) never was bear fo unwillingly brought 
to the ftake, as he to declare againft the rebels, if he of 
fercd to adventure his perfon to fupprefs them.^ When 
you made this agree in fenfe, letMs know how yon can 
^ fuppofe 
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fuppofe the ftme perfon, the wifeft king in chfiftendtHn* 
and yet fo fooli(h to ftudy his own defbu£iion ; for w)io 
could fafier ib much in the rain of this nation as himfelf ? 
for his hindering the earl.of Leiafter^^ going ii^to ite* 
Umd^ he had much more reafon to do fo» than the par- 
liament had to hinder him ; and therefore you may ^as 
well conclude them guilty> as him, of the rebellion. , 

That they fold or exchanged, for arms and ammunition, 
the cloth and provifions fent by the parliament to the 
proteftants in Irtlandy you mud either accufe the parlia- 
ment, which feized upon his arms firft, and ufed thorn 
againft him, or prove them aboyef the law of nature^ 
(which I beliere you iiad rather do) that commands e- 
very man to defend himfelf. But the rebels in Inland 
gave letters of mart for taking the parliament's ihips, but 
freed the king's as their very go^ni friends. I fee you 
are not fuch a wizsEard at defigns as you pretend to be \ fot 
if this be the deepeft reach of your fii^ilty, had ypu be^a 
a fenator in ^m$y when Hannibal invaded Italy ^ and 
burnt all the country of the Reman didtator, you would 
have {pared no longer to jpirove him* confederate >vith the 
enemy. But I fear I may feem as vain as yourfelf in re- 
peating your impertinendes. There ;is one argument 
that-might have ferved inftead of all, to convince you of 
wickedneij and folly in this bufinefs, and that is the filence 
of the charge, which (by your own rule, ought to be 
taken pro csnftffo) there was never any fuch thing. 

I will not trouble myfelf nor any body with your French 
legend, as being too inconfiderable to deferve any ferious 
notice, built only upon relations and hear-fays, and pro- 
ved with your own conjedures ; which how far we are 
to credit from a man of fo much biafs and midakes, any 
of thofe you appeal to ihall determine ; to whom 1 fhall 
fay but diis, that you do but acknowledge the injuilice 
of the fentence, while you drive to make it good wi^ 
fuch additions ; ^r if yoi^ had not believed it very ba(^» 
you would never' have taken fo much pains to mend it; : 
and I hope your high court will punifh you for it, whofe 
reputation your pfiicious indifcretion hath much impaired 
to no purpofe : for tho* we fhould grant all your additions 
to be true, as you would hav^ it, it does not at all judify 
, the king's deajth, fince he d^d not die in relation to any 
thing there objected ; and all you can poffibly aim at by 
this pitiful argument, is but to prove him guilty, because

This temper of his ^vas £» admiiable, tec 

neither the highefi of temptations, «doi«ri0n,;aiid ifttttery, 

iK>r the ioweft of mifery,- injuries, the infolency of fools, 

could move him. His eonftanqr to his own virtues, was 

-no mean cau^ of his undoing ; for If he \mi not ^ftatsd the 

principles of government upon unslliefableiigbt, but ooidd 

h^ve fliifted his fails to catch the ^pokr air when it grnv 

high (as his enemies did) they hadoever andonehim with 

-tmpy pretendings to what he really ^neant. His wifikm 

and knowledge were of <fo noUe a capactXy^ that noibiig 

lay fo much oufof his reach as «hc 'piofoaad^wsckcdaeisof 

his -enemies, wWeh Ws own goodaefs would 'iiaver gife 

^-him leave to fofft^^ nor his eeiperictio'4 'powor to .dif- 

cover i 
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cover ; for they managed the -wholeconHc sjli hb Tom, as 

they did -the laft aft of it, in dHgaffe; elfe fo gteat a ^t 
as his had never been circtintvemed %y the treaehery siid 
cheat, ratiier than policy of igpotant pierfons. Afl kc 
wanted of a kin? was, he knew ik>Hiow to diflkmble, ml- 

' Ids concealing his own perfe^Hons-were fo $ in which he 
only deceived his people, who knew not his |;reat abili* 
tics, till their fms were poniffaed with the lo6 of him. In 
his death, he not only ont-did the hijgh refolntion t>f the 
ancient 'Romans^ but the itomUe patience of the primi- 

^tive martyrs; fo far froim the manner of tyrants,- who nfe 
towiftiall die world theirfoncral pile, that he employed 
the care of his laft thoughts afcout the ikfcty of hts very 
enemies, and died not only confuhing, but praying for 
the preservation of thofe whom he knew refblved to have 
none, bat what was buih upon their own deiftra^Hon. 
All this, and much more, the juftice of pofterity (when 
fadlion and concernment are removed) will acknowledge 
to ^ more true ef htm« than aey df thoie ihnliers you 
(or the mad wickedness of this ^e) have thrown upon 
his memory, which fhall then, like dung cajl at the roots 
of trees, but make his name more flouriihing and glorious ; 
when alt thofe monnments of infamy you have raifdl, 
fhalf become the trophies of his virtue, and your wn^ 
fhame. In the mean time, as your own confcience. Or 
the expeOation^ divine vengeance, fliall call upon you, 

' you win fee what you have done, and find there is no 
murder fo horrid, as that which is committed with the 
fword of juftice ; nor any injuftice ^ notorious, as that 
which takes advantage both of the firft fllence of the living, 
and that of the dead : in this laft, you have been very itn* 
ful ; and in accafing the dead, have not behaved your- 
felffolike a faint at the day of judgment, as the devil, 
whofe office is to be folidtor^general in fuch cafes. I will 
not judge you, left I fhouW, doworfe, imitate you. But 
certainlyybu will find it the worft kind of witchcraft, to 
raife the devil by fecrHicing to your own malice, efpeci- 
ally to'fo bad a jmrpofe as you have done, that you might 
invade the jadgment-^fcat of Chrift, and ufurp his juriC- 
difUon before his coming, which you have prefumcd to 
do with more rudenefs than Backet ufcd, and lefs forma- 
lity in not fending yt)nr fore-nmncr to proclaim (in a tur- 
nip-cart) your coming to judgment. But the worft of 
all is, youfeem to glory in yourfinsj^andafTcrt the raartyt- 

dom 
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dom of your wickedDcfs, for ^ylng Aippofed a poffibiUor 
you may fall by the liauds of violence : you arm youriij^ 
with a forced refolution, which you may be confident yoii 

. will never have need of; for you have no reafon to think 

.BXky man can believe you have deferved a violent death; 
nOy you have deferved rather to Jive loiig ; fo long, till 

. you fee yourfelf become the controverfy of wild beads, 
and be ^n to prove' our fcare-crow. Unlets you fhall think 
it juft» that as you have been condemned out of your own 

.mouthy fo you.fiiall fall by your own hand. Indeed there 
was not a hangman bad enough for Judasy but himfelf ; 
and when you fhall think fit to do yourfelf {q much right, 
you (hall be your own footh-iayer, and fall by the hand of 
a Rav'tllac^ to whom with more likenefs compare yourfe}f 
than to Hemy the fourth, for you are no king. Wh^t 
Ravillac was, is very well known ; what you are I leave 
lo your own confcience* 

A Propcfalfdr the Farming Liberty of 
Confcience. 

StNCB nothing can be dearer unto poor chriftians than 
Liberty^ or th^ free exercife of their Judgments and 
ConfcienciSf the purfuit of which happinefs hath kindled 
that fire in the bowels of the three kingdoms, which a)l 
the precious blood that hath been fhed, during the late 
troubles, hath not been able totally to extinguiih : and 
fmce many of us, Whofe names are affixed, were fo profi- 
tably inftru mental in thofe late combuftions, appears zjl 
long in our fermous before the honourable houfe of par- 
liament, in the years 1642, 43, 44, 45, 46. in exciting 
the good people of this nation, to feek and maintain their 
CbrifiiaH Liberty^ againU all Prelatical and Anticbriftian 
Impofiiion whatfoever. And confidering that the little 
finger of apoftafy from our firfl love, would be a greater 

.burden upon our tender confeiences^ than the leans of 
epifcopacy . We being more bound in honour than ctuh 

/ciencey cannot totally defift ; neither need any man fear, or 
fo much as fufpeft, left any inconvenience or alteration 

. fhould happen in religion, by the great diverfity' of opini- 
ons, tongues, and languages, tolerated among us, unlefs 
in the great Babel q£ epi/copa<y, that may poffibly be pulled 
down and deftroyed by this our notable confufioni for, if 

tlie 
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the gofpd was wonderfully fpread abroad by every *inan*s 
fpeaking in his own language, and the very enemies there- 
of aftoniihed, and miraculouily wrought into a belief of it ; 
how it is likely to be now obfbudlra in the free exercife 
of oviij^iritual gifts, with thefe our cloven and dimded 
tongues. And fince many worthy perfons/ from whom 
we might little expedl it» but far lefs deferve it, out of 
their goodnefs and clemency, are pleafed to incline to fome 
Ubertjy did not fome perfons, aliens and Grangers to the 
comtmn-'voealth of Ifraei, take up a reproach againil us, as 
perfons reprobated into an unpoflibility of fubmiffion to 
principles of concord^ feace^ and order, in church and ilate, 
never being able hitherto to cdme to any '>confiftency a- 
mongft ourfelves; the ark of God having for twen^ years 
together, been expofed to by-ways, ftreets, and worie 
places, for want of an agreement amongft our own bre* 
thren where to reft it, or how to entertain- it. If this be 
our cafe, and could we be fure of fo much favour as Saul* 
once defired of Samuel, that the bifhops would but if$' 
now us before the people, we would in a private chriftiaii 
way, lay our hands upon our hearts, and acknowledge the 
hand of God, and the joftice thereof, in turning us ouc of 
his vineyard, as wicked and unprofitahU fervants, and to 
fufier the iniquity of our heels to overtake us ; crying out 
with the YAv.iAx Qalanrf, the ark of God is juftly depart- 
ed from us ; but befng not yet thus auured, do hope the 
people will yet believe tljefe to be only bear-fkins lapp'd a- 
bout us by epifcopal hands : and therefore, to the end that 
a confiftenty, and onAtefs .of judgment of the whole fepara- 
ting brethren, and their moderation, |nay be known to 
all men, and that the world may-'know, ^at there is a 
fpirit of rule and government refting in as i

And to take up for a lamentation, and great 
thoughts of heart, the divifions of Reuben, that having 
our facks full, fuch an evil fpirit ihould be found in the 
midft of us, as to fall out by the way ; might it have been 
With thofe that. abode by the fluff", as \vith .thofe th^t 
went out to the battle, it had not been witb us .at this 
day. Some ftarting afide, like a broken bow» in' the year 
48, others "continue to bear the burden and heat of this 
clay until 60, being harnefled', did then turn their backs 
in the day of battle; as was moH fweetly handled, at the 
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faft kept yefterday, at Mr BeaV%^ by Mr Calatit^, Mr 
Baxter^ and others. 

That the twentieth day of April lasxX^ commonly cal- 
led Eafier mondee^t be kept as a day of (blemn Ming and 
humiliation, for a bleffing upon thefe gitf^l-undntakingt ; 
and that Mr Edmund Calanr^y Mr Filer Sterryy Dr 
Laxarus Seaman, and Mr Feake^ be defired to carry on 
the work of the day in prayer and preaching, before the 
iaid grand farmers ; and that the particulars following be. 
recomtnended to their confideration in the work of the 
day.

Laftly, for deliverance from the hand of Dun, that un- 
circumcifed Fhilifiine, 

That the faid grand commiflionera and ^rmers of Zi- 
herty ofConfciencey may have power to build churches and 
chaples in any place or places, except upon fuch ground 
where churches or chapels do already iiand, in regard 
of the inconveniences of fetting ' up altar againft altar : 
And forafmuch as the cuflom of reading fome part of the 
holy bible before fermon, commonly called firft and fecond 
leiTons, hath been found fruitlefs, that therefore the faid 
grand commrflioners and farmers, may have power to ap- 
point indead thereof, the annual reading of thofe fermons 
preached by many of the faid grand commiffioners and 
fanners, before the parliamenty upon fpecial bccafions of 
thankfgiving and humiliation, from the year 1641, to 
the year 1 648, which faid fermons may be called, fhi 
homilies of the feparating churches. 

That the faid grand commiflioners and farmers may 
have power to require Mr Gilbert MHHngtw^ and Mr 
Luke Rohinfon, the lame evangelift, to deliver up all fuck 
articles, orders, books, papers, and other writings, as

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wete tftBiaCled befoit Ac late oommittee for plandereA 
minifters ; and likewife, all fach as were pafTed and traot- 
aifitd before Mr PMip Nej^, and feme others of the now 
grand coinmiCioners and fkrmers, and heretofore calkd 
iommijffnMits^ or, J^riimal tryert^ to the end the (aid 
articles, orders, books, and other pi^pers, may be printed 
aud publifhed, and n^ay be kept at the faid office upon 
record for ever, and appointed to be the book of canons of 
the feparated churches. 

All this being done, we may, upon firipOire groundt^ 
expcA, that the door of hope may yet be open to us, 
and our children after us, to fee the travail of our foills, 
and to fet us into the promifed land, and to rc^p feme of 
thofe dufters of the grapes of Canman, which, with fo 
much labour and toil of body and mind, were planted, 
cfpecially in thd years of 1 641 , 42, 43, 44, 45. by many 
of us, and other precious faints and minifters of the gofpel, 
who are iince £dleii afleep^ >nd have, we hope, res^ the 
fruits of thofe labours, the Lord having In that day pat a 
mighty fpirxt into us, and fet us as watchmen upon the 
towers of ifrtieitb cry mightily, Cur/e yi Meroz, cur/eye 
Utterly. Grant that thofe heart-hnakin^ labours of ours, 
thofe king' deft rvfing labours^ thofe kingdom-ruining la- 
htnrs^ thofe gofpel fiandtiUKing labours^ thofe churAfidf- 
averting labours y lYiO^t fcul-confounding labours ofoorS, may 
lie'ver be forgotten, bat may be written, as with the 
point of a diamond, upon the heart of the kit^y opon the 
hearts of the bijSkps, upon the heart of the parliament, 
and upon the hearts of all the piople, from Dan to Beer* 
Jhehd, that fo in Ood*8 good time, we may receive oar 
rewatd feven-fbld into our own bofoms, and that the ge- 
nerations to c6me, may hear and fear« and do no more 
lb Wickedly. So prays

W UK Its AS we are, through oar great igmranci 
and objiintuyy grown to a mo^feditious and maHg- 
tm»f biad, and the horns of thdt head (tho* of a main 
length) not able to fnpport our amgamfaSion^ as appears 
by oilr laft being foundly flaihed and bailinadoed, by a 
a^ crew called the Cm/alitrti and whereas a great part 
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of lis have fhut up our fhops^ becauie we could no longer 
keep them open; which kind of fhutting up, proceedeth 
commonly from our vaft expence in 'white-broth^ euftards^ 
and other luxurious dijhes, provided for the ediiicatioii 
one of another. And whereas the multitude, called true 
protejiants, endeavour to hold up biihops, to maintain 
good order> difcipline, and orthodox preaching in the 
church \ learning and arts in the uni'verfitiesy and peace 
in the commomutalth ; in which is nothing but idolatry^ 
fuferftitiony frofanene/sy and plain popery: and further, 
whereas we (who are nothing properly but Round-Heads 
and Fanaiicks) are in a mofl fcandalous manner termed hot^ 
hrethrefif the s:ealots of the landy and which in finccrity 
we never were or ever will be. 

And forafmuch likewife as the prophane world of true 
protefiantSy are a flifT-necked generation, and will not 
yield unto us the preheminence oli doBrine and religion^ 
notwithftanding the many fenfelefs two hours of thofe 
Jfiritual trumpets of our faction , the fandlified clergy^ 
leSurersy or of our more divine led^ures of our fupreroe 
ftfe-liHurers, whofe bowels do even yearn for the getting 
in of the faints unto us^ and have» as it were, even a zeal^ 
ous lufting after us. * 

And forafmuch as the rf/i*f/<9»-profefled by us, is the 
pureH and moil decent, as appears by the great love and 
community betwixt t)ie brethren and the iifters> the con- 
veniency of the njooods^ faw-pitsy and dark places^ the put- 
ting out lights f and defying thofe tapers of iniptityi which 
cauie us to behold our own ^wicked deedsy the goodlv 
bijg^nefs of the ear, with the ihortnefs of the hair, which 
hmdereth not the found of the ihcphcrd's voice, bat eafily 
heareth them call to a great lead, amongft the rich faints ; 
the lenjgth and fharpnefs of the nofe, which not only 
rmelleth the fweet iavours of the holy plumt-hroth, but 
aifo promifeth an eager appetite to fome good work to- 
wards the younger fillers ; the roundnefs of the band» 
the length of the doablet, and the Ihortnefs of the hreeches, 
being a habit correfpondent to the piflures of the apofUes 
in the Geneva print; the mlghtinefsof our^/Vi^, whick 
is able to remove a church into a wood ; the transparency 
of our chafityy that is {o invifible, that neither the right 
hand nor the left ever knew it; the multitude of our ^00^^ 
9»orks which no man living can number, the godly works 
of oar tautQlogical prayers, and the Tjsal thereof, which 
L4 brings 
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brings us eren to divine confumption, whereby we took 
like the prodigal fon at his return home, or the priefts 
in the Arras j the defying of all fathers, bifhops, and do- 
lors, conformable pcrfons, canonical robes, ecdefiaftica! 
geftures, and utenfils, all learning, liberal arts and de- 
gress, as the rags of fuperftition, the dregs of popery, are 
abominable in the goggle eyes of a right Round-Head i and 
yet this Jtmfk innocent profeffion is fcorned and baffled, 
and by whom, but by fcholars^ and fuch as profcfs learn- 
ing ? which is no more neceflary to religion, than a pab- 
lick church (which verily) is but a den of thieves when 
we are abfent. 

All which grievances do Hand with much reafon, and 
therefore are utterly againft our tender confciencesy and 
never were allowed by any fynod of More-fields or Wefi- 
minjier. 

That therefore which we do pow refolve to maintain, 
nnd deiire to have confirmed, and never be altered (till 
fbme new toy tickles us in the pericranium, which will be 
very fhortly) is, 

1. That our religion, tenets, and manners, befpre- 
menticiled, be eAablifhed and maintained againft all rea- 
fouy hamingf divinity, order, difcifline, morality, piety, 
or humanity, whatfocvef. ' 

2. That the very name of hipops, fhall be a fufEcient 
jiny and judge, to condemn any of them, without any

fat poultry, for the filling of their infatiate ftoroachs, in 
which regard, church-livings had more need to be in- 
creafed, than diminiihed. 

5. That no man whatfoever, who bears the name of 
Cavalier, maybe capable of making any of the brethren

^e AJfembly-Man. 

ATS Afftmller is part of the ftatt^ chattels : not priejf, 
nor hurgefs, but a participle that fharks upon 
both. IJe was chofcn, as Sir 'Nathaniel, becaufe he 
knew Icaft of all his profeflion : not by the votes of a 
whole diocefe, but by one whole parliament-man. He 
has fet four years towards a new religion, but in the 
interim left none at all : as his mailers, the commons, h^d 
a long debate, wuhetber candles or no candles, but all the 
mean while they fat ftill in the dark : and therefore when: 
the moon quits her old light, and has acquired no aew> 
aftronomers fay flie is in her^w/w; fhew rac fuch a 
piflu^e of Judas as the ajembler (a griping, falfe, reform- 
ing brother, raih at wafte fpent upon the anointed, per- 
fecutes moll thofe hands which ordained him, brings m 
men loith pwords andftavesi and all for mpney from the 
honourable Scribes and Pharifees,) one touch more (a line 
tied to hi» name-fake Elder-Tree) had made bim Judas^ 
root and branch. This Jjfembly at firft was a full cen- 
tury, which ihould be reckoned as the fcholiaft*s heoafomby 
by their feet, not heads ; or count them by fcore», for 
in things without heads flx-fcore go to an hundred, they 
would oe a new feptuagint ; the old tranilated iicripture 
out of behreiv kito greek, thefe turn into four fhillings a 
day. And thefe affemblers were begot in one day, as 
Hercules^z fifty baftards all in one night. Their firft lift 
was fprinlded with fome names of honour, (Dr Sanderfin^ 
Dr Morlej, Dr Hamtnondf £sff.) but thefe were divines^ 
too worthy to mix with fuch fcandalous minifters, and 
would not affcmble, without the royal caU. Nay, the 
firft lift had one arch biihop, one biftiop^ and an hatf, (for 
biftiop Broijunrigg was then but eleftjL But now their 
aflcmbly (as philofophcrs think the world) confifts of 
atoms, petty fmall Le<vites, whofe parts are not percepti- 
ble. And yet thefe inferior pollern teachers have in* 
L5 \ toxicated 
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Ipixiiaited England (for a man fometimes grows drimk by 
adyiler). When they all meet, they Aew b«As in 
Jfricky and by promifcuoos coapling engiender monfiers. Mr 
Sthkn viiiu them as Perfians life to lee wild 9&s £ght : 
when the commons have tired him with their newlaW) 
thefe brethren refrefh him with their mad gofpd : they 
lately were gravellM betwixt Jerufalem and Jericho^ they 
knew not the diftance betwixt thofe two places ; one 
cried twenty miles, another ten, it was concluded feven 
for this reaion, that fiih was brought from Jericho to Jt- 
rtMim market : Mr SeUiu fmiled and (aid, perhaps the 
iih was ialt-fifh ; and fo flopped their mouths. Earl PhiUf 
pes thither to hear them j^i^; when he heard tKem tds 
Sieir national, provincial, claflical, congregational: he 
fwjore damnably, that a pack of good dogs made better 
snufick : his allufion was projper, iince the elder*s maid 
liad a four-legged hulband. To fp^ak truth, this afiem- 
bly is the two houfes tiring-ro6m, where the lords and 
the commons put on their vizors and mafks of rel^ion. 
And their honours have fo fifted the church, that at laft 
they have found the bran of the clergy : yet fuch poor 
chufth-menders mud reform and fhujfie, tho* they £nd 
church-government may a thou(and ways be changed for 
the worle, but not one way for the better. Thefe hafe 
lately pubiiihed annotations on the Bible, where their 
£rft note (on the word casATE) is a libel againft kings, 
for creating of honours. Their annotation of yacohh two 
Jcids, is, that two kids are too much for one man's fup- 
per : but he had ({ay they) but one kid, and the other 
made fauce. They obferve upon Herod, what a tyrant 
Ike was, to kill infants under two years old, without giv- 
ing them legal tryal, that they might fpeak for themfclves. 
Commonly they follow the Gemtui margin, as thofe iea- 
sneB who underilood not the compafs crept along the 
fikore. But I hear they threaten a fecond edition, and 
in the interim thraft forth a paultrycatechifm, which ex- 
pounds nine commandments, and eleven articles of the 
creed. Of late they are much in love with chronograms, 
becaufe (if pofiible) they are duller than Anagrams \ 
how they have torn the poor bifhops names to pick OBt 
the number 666! little dreaming that a wh(^ baker^s 
dosen of their own afiembly have that beaftly number in 
each of their names^ and that as exa^ly as their folemn 
league and covenant confiils of 666 words. But tho* die 
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afiembler^s brains are lead» his countenaQce is brafs ; for 
he damD^fuch as held two benefices, while himfelf has 
four or five, beiides his concubine le^ure. He is not $- 
eaittfl: pluralities, but dualities ; he fays it h unlawful to 
£ive two of his own, tho* four of other mens ; and ob« 
ferves how the Hebrew yvot A for life has no iingular num- 
ber. Yet it is fome relief to a fequeftred rerfon to fee 
two af&mblefs fnarl for his tithes ; for of all Kind of beafta 
none can match an afTembler but an alTembler. He never 
enters a church by the door, but clambers up through a 
window of ibqueiiration, or fleals in through vaults and 
cellars, by dandeftine contra&s with an expeding patron* 
He is moil fure no law can hurt him, for laws died in 
£j^land the year before the aiTembler was born. Tho 
beft way to hold him is (as our king Rkhard bound the 
king 0/ Osprus) in filver chains. He loves to difcourfe of 
the new jerufalem, becauie her flreets are of fine gold i 
and yet couM like London as well, were Cbeapfide paved 
with the phllofopher*s itone. Nay, he would fay his 
prayers with beads, ^ if he mijght have a fett made of all 
diamonds : this, this is it which tempts him to fuch mad 
articles againfk the loyal clergy, whom he dre&s as he 
would have them appear, juit as the ballad of iHt Tauftus 
brings forth the devil, in a friar*s weed. He accufed one 
minifter for ikying, the bkiled virgin was the mother of 
God (0£o7cjc^, as the ancients call her). Another he 
charged for a common drunkard, whom all the country; 
knows has drunk nothing but water thefe twenty-iix years.' 
But the aitembler himlelf can drink widows tears,' tho^ 
their husbands are not dead. Sure if Paracelfus^B doiSlrine 
were true, (that to eat creatures alive will perpetuate 
man's life) the afTembler were immortal, for he fwallows 
quick men, wives, and children, and devours lives as 
well as livings ; as if he were born in that pagan province 
where none might marry till he hath killed twelve chri* 
ftians. This makes him kneel ta lieutenant-general Crom'- 
'well (as Indians to the devil) for he iaw how Oliver firft 
threw . • . . , then .... and can with a wink do as much 
for . . . . : like Mih in the Olympi<hy by pra6\iiing on a 
calf grew flrong enough for a bull, and could with eaie 
give a lift to an afs. The great Turk was fending his 
ambaiTador, to congratulate the aiTemblies proceedings a- 

fainftthechriftians; he ordered them thanks for licenfing 
is AUaran to be printed iir Englijh i but hearing Otto^ - 
L 6 mam 
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man Cromwell had talked of marching to the walls ofCen^ 
Jiantinople, that cmbafTy was ftopt. The only dificrencc 
betwixt the aflembler and a Tari is, that one plants re- 
ligion by the power of the fword, and the other by the 
power of the fymeter. Nay, the greateft ftrife in their whole 
conventicle, is, who fhall do word ; for they all intend 
to make the church but a iepulchre, having not only 
plundered but anatomifed all the true clergy ; whofe tor- " 
ment is heightened In being deftroyed by fuch dull in- 
^uments ; as the prophet ^M was fawn to pieces with 
a wooden faw. The afTembler wonders that the king 
and his friends live flill in hope ; he thinks them all in 
St Clement's cafe, drowned with an anchor tied about 
his neck. He has now got power to vifit the nniverfities, 
where thefe blinking vifitors look on eminent fcholars 
(as the blind man who faw men like trees) as timber 
growing within the root-and-branch ordinance. The 
aflembler has now teft fchofars fo poor, they have fcarce 
Tags wherewith to make paper: A man would think the 
two houfes intend to tranfport the univerflties, fince they 
load affes with coUege-revcnues. For tho* thefe aflcm- 
blers made thcmfelvcs heads, they are rather hands of col- 
leges, for they all are takers, and take all. And yet they 
aje fuch creeping tyrants, that fcholars are expelled the 
two univeriities, as the old Ihradans^ forced from their 
country by rats and mice. So that learning now is fo much' 
advanced, as Arranxjfmitb^s glafs-eye fees more than his 
natural. They never admit a good fcholar to a benefice,, 
for the aflembly's balance is the lake of Sodom^ where iron 
iwims and feathers link. Their divinity-difputations are 
with women or lay-men ? and *lis onfy on one queftion 
(epifcopacy) where the aflfembler talk's all that he and his^ 
iriends can fay, (tho'^ his bell medium to prove prefbyters 
more ancient than bifhops, is, that Scribes jPharifees^ 
Priefls^ and Elders were before the apoftles ;) yet if a 
fcholar or good argument comes, he Aies them as much 
as if they were his text. This made him curfe Dr Stew- 
strdy Dr Lancyy and Dr Hammond ; and had he not had' 
more brafs in h« face than in his kitchin, he had hanged 
himfelf at Vxhridge^ and ended with that treaty. For he 
has nought of logick, but her clutched fifl, and rails at 
phibfophy as beggars do, at gentlemen. He has very bad 
lack when he deals in philology, as one of them (and that 
no mean man) who ia his prc4ce tu the reader, fay$„ 
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that St Faul had read Euftaihius upon Homer^ tho* the 
apoftic died a thoufand years before Euftatkius was born* 
The afTembler's diet w ftrangely different, for he dine* 
wretchedly on dry bread at fVeftminftir, four afTembler* 
for thirteen pence : but this fharpens and whets him fbr 
fupper, where he feeds gratis with his city -landlord, to 
whom he brings a huge ftomach, and news ; for which 
crammM capons cram him. He fcrews into ^milies where 
is fome rich daughter or heir ; but whoever takes him in- 
to their bofom will die like Cleopatra. When it raint 
he is coached (a claffis of them together) rolling his eyes^ 
ta mark \^o beholds him. His ^ Siorteft things are his- 
hair and his doak. His hair is cut to the figure of 3* 
two high difFs run up his ,temples, whofe cap of ihorn 
hair fhoots down his forehead, with creeks indented^ 
where his ears ride at anchor. Had this falfe prophet 
been carried with Haiibakukf the angel had caught hfft 
hold of his ears, and led him as he leads His auditory* 
His eyes are part of his tythe at Eajler, which he boil* 
at each fermon. He has two mouths, his' nofe is one» 
fbr he fpeaks through both. His hands are not in hi» 
gloves, but his gloves in his hands, for betwixt fweatings, 
that is, fermons, he handles little elfe, except his dear 
inammon. His gown (I mean his doak) reaches but his 
pockets: when he rides. in that mantle^ with ar hood on 
. his ihoulders, and a hat above both, is he not then his 
own man of iln with the triple crown I you would fwear 
fonie honeft carpenter dreiTed him, and made him the 
tunnel of a country chimney. His doublet and hole are 
of dark blue, a grain deeper than pure Ca<ventfy : but of 
late he is in black, iince the loyal clergy were perfecuted 
into colours. His two longeft things are his nails and 
his prayers. But the cleaned thing about him is his pul- 
pit cufhion, for he ftill beats the dull out of it. To do 
him right, commonly he wears a pair of good lungs, 
whereby he turns the church into a belfry, for his dapper 
makes fuch a din, you cannot hear the cymbal for the 
tinkling. If this pulpit be large he walks his round, and 
fpeaks as from a garrilon, (his own neck is palifadoed witb 

t a ruff) when he firft enters his prayer before fermon^- 
he winks and gafps, and gafps and winks, as if he pre- 
pared to preach in another world, he feems in a il umber; 
then in~ a dream, then rumbles a while, at' laft founds 
forth^ and then throws fo much dirt and nonfenfe to- 
wards 
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wards hmytskf as he durft not ofiin- to a member tf pultii* 
meat. Now becaufe icriptore bids him not curfe the 
king in his thought, he docs it in hit polpit, hy word of 
mooth s tho* heaven ftrike him dumb in the very z&t as 
at did HiU at Cmmbridgt^ who, while he sprayed, depB^ 
him^ O Lord, 'who 'weuU ifpcfi ttt, was made the dumb 
devil. This (one would think) ihould gargle his fbut 
month* For his only hope why God (hould hear him 
ag^nft the king, is» the devil himfclf (that great aiTembler) 
was heard againft JoA, His whole prayer is fuch an 
irrational bleating, that (without a metaphor) *tis the 
calves of his lips r and commonly *tis krded with fine new 
words as Saviagable, Muchly, Chrift-JeTofners, ^c, soki 
yet he has the face to preach agaisft prayer in an unknown 
tongue. Sometimes he Is fonndred, and then there is 
iiich hideous coughing : but that it very feldom» for he 
can gibbly run over nonfenfe, as an empty cart trundks 
down a hill. When the king girt round the earl of Ejix^t 
Lifytbiilf an ailembkr complained, tk%% God bad dra*vm 
his p^pU inu thi nmUermfi, and told him, be was 
bound' in bomur to fied tbemi fir, Lord^ fatd he, fiH0 
tbou pwfi ibem no nuat, tn/i frOjf iba, O Lordi gi^ot 
ibem no ftomacbs. He tore the Utorgy, becaufe, for- 
footh, it fhackled his fpirit, (he would be a devil without 
a circle) » and now if he Ust the book of common prayer, 
the fire fees it next, as fure as thofe biihops were burned 
who compiled it. Vet he has mercy on Hopkins and 
Stirnboldj becaufe their metres are fuag without autho- 
rity (no ftatute, canon, or injun^on at all) only like 
himfelir, firfl cnpt into pdvate houfes, and then into 
churches. Mr Rou/i mixvid thofe matters might be fe- 
queftred, and his own new rhymes to enjoy the feque&ra^ 
tion } bat was refufed, btcauie John HopHns was as an- 
cient as Jobn Calvin ; befides, when Rostji fiood forth 
for his trial, Robin Wi/dom was found the. better poet. 
•Tis true, they have a directory, but 'tis good for nothing 
but Jdoniram, who ibid the original for 400 L And the 
book muft ferve both England and S^otUnd^ as the di- 
redory needle points North and South, The affembler^s 
only ingenuity is, that he prays for an extempore fpirit, 
^nce his conicience tells him he has no learning. His 
prayer thus ended, he then looks round, to obierve the 
fcxi of his congregation, and accordingly turns the apoftlcs 
men, fathers, and brethren, into dear brethren and fi- 
llers. 
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fterss For his ufual auditory is mod part femak ; and as 

many fillers flock to him, as at Parit on faint Marganft 
iay, when all come to church that are, or hope to be 
with child that year* He divides his text as he did th« 
kingdom, makes one part fight againil another: or as 
iufgtfi divides the dean of PauTs houk, not into parts 
but tenements ; that is» (b as it will yield moft money« 
And properly they are tenements ; for each part mud bo 
dwelt ujKHi, tho' nimfelf comes near it but once a quarter i 
and fo his text is rather let out than divided. Yet ibmetimes 
(to ihew his (kill in Keckirman) he butchers a text, cuts it 
jjuft as the Liwtt did his concubine) into many dead parts^ 
breaking the fenfe and words all to piete, and then they 
are not divided, but ihattered, like the fplinters of Dim 
'Siuixot's launce. If his text be to the occafion, his firft 
difh is apples of gold» in pictures of filver; yet tells not 
the people what pi&ures thofe were. His fermon and 
player grin at each other, the one is prefbyterian, the 
other independent, for he preaches up the clafles, yet 
prays for the army. Let his doflrine and reafon be what 
they will, his uie is Hill to fave his benefice and augment 
liis le£lure. He taiics much of truth, but abhors peace^ ' 
led it drip him as naked as truth ; and therefore hates a 
perfonal treaty, unlefs with a fider* He has a rare fim- 
pering way of expreffion, he calls a married couple, faints 
that enjoy the mydery ; and a man drunk, is a brother 
]full of the creature. Yet at wedding-fermons he is very 
.£uniliar, and (like that pi^ure in the church at Ltyden) 
ihews Adam and Ew without iig4eaves. At funersds he 

fives infallible figns that the party is gone to heaven; 
ut his chief mark of a child of God, is, to be good to 
God*s miniders. And hence if is he calls his preachment 
mmmat fitted not to his hearers necedity but their palates ; 
for *tis to feed himfelf, not them. If he chanto to tiit^ 
he refifeflies himfelf with the peof^es hum^ as a collar of 
bells chear up a pack-horfe» *Tis no wonder he will 
preach, but that any will hear him, (and hk condant 
. auditors do but ihew the length of their ears ;) for he is 
fuch A^iKTt^KoKKv^f that to hear lum makes good 
fcholars fick, but to read him is death. Yet tho* you 
hear him three hours, he will aik a fourth, as the beggar 
at Deift craves your charity becaufe he eats four pound 
of bread at a meal. *Twas from his larum the Waick* 
mahn learned their infinite fcrew. His glafs and tcjtt 
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are equally handled, that is, once an hour: nay, fbme 
times he fallies and never returns, and then we ihould 
leave him to the company of Lortmers for he mnft be held 
with bit and bridle. Whoever once has been at his church 
can never doubt the hiftbry of Balaam, If he have got 
any new tale or exprei&on, 'tis eafier to make (tones fp^Ic 
than him to hold his peace. He hates a church where 
there is an eccbo, for it robs him of his dear repetition, 
and confounds the auditory as well as he. But of all' 
mortals I admire the flibrthand-men, who have the pa- 
tience to write from his mouth : had they the art to fhorcen 
it into fenfc, they might write his whole fermononthe 
hack of their nail ; for his invention cpnfifls in finding 
a way ' to fpeak nothing upon any thing ; and were he in 
the Grand Seigmor*s power, he would lodge him with 
his mutes; for nothing, and nothing to purpofe, are all 
one. I wonder in confcicnce he- can preach againft fleep- 
ing at his O/Zaai-fcrmons. He preaches indeed both in 
feafon and out of fcafon ; for he rails at popfery, when the 
land is almoft loft in prefbytcry ; and would cry out fire^ 
fire, in NoaPs Flood. Yet all this he fo a6ts with his 
hands, that in this fenfe too his preaching is an handicraft. 
Nor can we complain that plays are put down while he 
can preach ; fave only his fermons have worfe fenfe and 
lefs truth. But he blew down the ftage and preached up- 
the fcaffold. And very wifely, left men ftiould track him^ 
and find where he pilfers all his beft fi milies (the only 
thing wherein he is commendable, St Paul himfelf hav- 
ing culled fcntences from Menander*s Ihais^ tho' it was 
his worft, that is, unchaft comedy). Sometimes the af^ 
fembler will venture at the original, and then (with the 
tranflator of Don ^ixot) he miftakes fobs and fighs for 
eggs and collops. But commonly (for want of Greek and 
Latin) he learns HeBrenv, and ftreight is illuminated, that 
is, mad ; his brain is broke by a brickbat caft from the 
tower of Bahel, and yet this empty wrady teacher has 
lectured a war quite round the kingdom : he has found a 
circulation of blood for deftrudlion (as famous Harvey for 
prefervation) of mankind. *Twas eafy to forefce a great 
mortality, wlien ravens were heard in* all corporations : 
for, as multitude of frogs preftge a peftilence, fo croaking 
lefturers foretold an affembly. Men come to church as 
^ the great Alexander went to facrifice, led by crows. You 
have feen a fmall cldcr-tree grow in chinks and clefts of 
K church- 
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eliurch-walls, it feems rather a weed than a tree ; which, 
lend it growth, makes a rent in the wall, and throws 
down the church. Is not this the afTembler ; grown from 
fchifms, (which himfelf begot) and, if permitted, will 
make the church but a Roor or church-yard. Yet, for 
all this, he will be called Chrift's miniller ^nd faint, as 
the rebels againft king John were the army of God. Sure 
when they meet they cannot but fmile, for the duUeft 
amongft them needs muft know that they all cheat the 
people ; fuch grofs, low, impoflors, that we die the death 
of the emperor Claudius^ poifoned by mulhrooms. The 
old hereticks had fkill and learning, (fome excufe for a 
reduced church) thofe were icholars, but thefe aflem- 
blers ; whofe very brains (as Manicbauiz fkin) are ftufFcd 
with chaff. For they ftudy little, and preach much, ever 
iick of a diabetes : nor do they read, but weed authors, 
picking up cheap and refufe notes, that, with Caligula^ 
they gather cockle-fliells, and, with Domittan, retire in- 
to their fludy to catch flies. At fails and thankfgivings 
the afTembler is the flate*s trumpet ; for then he doth not 
preach, but is blown; proclaims news very loud, the 
trumpet and his forehead being both of one mettle. (And 
yet, good man, he flrill prays for boldnefs.) He hackneys 
out his voice, like a cryer ; and is a kind of fpiritual 
adjutant, receives orders and fpreads * them. In earnefl, 
the dates cannot want this tool, for without him the 
faints would fcarce aiTemble. And if the Jscalots chance 
to fly out, they are charmed home by this founding brafs. 
There is not on earth a bafer fycophant ; for he ever is 
chewing fome vote or ordinance ; and tells the people how 
favouring it is ; like him who licked up the emperor's fpit- 
tle and iwore it was fweet. Would the two houfes give 
him cathedral lands,' he would prove lords and commons 
to be jFure Divino : but, fhould they offer him the felP- 
denying-ordinance, he would juHify the devil, and curie 
them to their, faces (his brother kirk-man did it in Scot' 
land), 'Tis pleafant to obferve how finely they play into 
each other's hands ; Marjbal procures thanks to be given 
to Sedgijuici, (for his great pains) Sedgwick obtains as 
much for Marjhaly and fo they all pimp for one another. 
But yet (to their great comfort be it fpoken) their whole . 
feven years fermons at Wefiminfter^ are now to be fold 
in Fetter-Lane and Pyecomer. Before a battle the aflcm- 
hkr cieer fpeaks to the foldiers^ and the holding up of his 
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hands mud be as ncceflaiy as Mofeti againfl the Amok- 
kitts: for he pricks them on , tells them that Godlove^ 
none bat the valiant ; but when bullets fly, himfelf run* 
£rftf and then cries, all the Tons of Adam are cowards X 
wsre there anv Mtutnf^chofis his foul would want a lodg- 
ing ; no fingle beaft could fit him, bein^ wife as a fheep 
and hmocent as a wolf. His fole comfort is, he cannoC 
out-fin Hugh P$ten: fure as fatan haCh poflefied (tit 
aiTembler, to Hi^h Peters hath pofiefled fatan, and is the 
devil^s devil: ne alone would fill a whole herd of 
GeuUirenes. He hath fucked 1)Idod e^er fince he lay in 
the batcher^s fheets ; and now (Hke his fultan} has a f!uun- 
bles in his countenance, io crimfon and torrid you may 
there read how St Lanvrence died, and think the three 
children were delivered from his face. This is St Hi^b 
who will level the afleinbler, or the devii^s an afs. Yoke 
thefe brethren, and they two couple like a Saddua and a 
Pharifie^ or a Turk and a Perjian^ both Mahometans. 
But the aiTerobler^s deepeft, hieheft, abomination, is his 
Solemn League and Covenant ; whereby he ilrives to damn 
or beggar the whole kingdom ; out-doing the devil, who 
only perfuades, but the aifembler forces to perjury or 
itarving. And this (whoever lives to obferve it} will one 
day fink both him and his faction : for he and his oath are 
fo much one, that were he half hang^ and let down a< 
gain, his firfl word would be covenant ! covenant f 

But 1 forget, a chafaAer {hould be brief (tho* tedioot 
length be his bed chara£^er). Therefore I will give ye 
(what he denies the fequeftred clergy) but a fiflh part ; 
for weieh him fingle and he has the pride of three-tyrants, 
the forehead of fix goalers, and the 6aud of twelve brokers. 
Or take him in the bunchy and their whol^ afTembly is a 
club of hypocrites, where fix dozen of fchifinaticks ip^nd 
two hours for four ihillings a-piece.

even as the Mahmetans (they fay) will not admit a Je^ to 
turn tmrk^ ttnkfs he £rft become a chriftian : and that 
is the ieafon why thou art fo cruel (like a rene^ado) to 
thofo of thine own ied 1 yea, even utkto thofe m whole 
quartel thou haft loft leather ; for as one of thine ears was 
cut o^ for prelbytery, even ib was. the other for indepen- 
dSnqr, Put ncrw t fpeak of thine ears, give me leave to 
sUk thee one queftion 1 I have heard, that thoft who have 
loft, thek: legs, do fometimes nevertheleft feel pains in 
their toes ; and I would faip know, wnether toward 
. change of weather, thou doft lioC feel a kind of itching 
and tingling in thofe defund payings of thine, efpeciall/ 
when preibytery and government (are like to peep put a« 
gain, for what elfe dots thy railing aglaiiift the bilhope 
{^ weU as us} hold forth? bat that thou art the ver/ 
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fame WilSam Pfj^e^ utter buriflef^ that didft heretofore 
publiih againftchem (o many ridiculous hat-cafes and txdd* 
boxes, in which thy works are always bound up, and are 
to be fold on the fouth-iide oi Pouts churdh-yard, where 
thy ilationen live. Among ^hofe I have feen thy title- 
pages pailedy like mounteb^ks bills, in which thou doft 
always write reformation, law, religion, and fundamentsd, 
in capital letters, even as thofe quaocs do pox and running 
of tM reins, and both to the fame purpofe, namely, to 
deceive the reader, and vapour of more than thou art 
able to perform. But, O the verbofity of thy writings! 
Soiomon iaith, in many words there is folly; and thou 
haft proved it true : for thou writeft perpetually in the 
language of a conveyance, and doft not indite, but draw; 
and when thou flialt anfwer for every idle word, all 'the 
bills and anfwers in chancery will rife up in judgment a- 
gainft thee. For thou ufeft fo many impertinent tauto- 
logies, that thy reader can nev^i underftand what thou 
meaneft, unlefs he ihould take the pains to draw breviates 
of thy fenfelefs repetitions, which is unfuf&rable, and 
not to be endured by a free bom Etiglijhman, And this 
feryes thee to the (ame purpofe that hems and hahs do thy 
gifted ghodly fathers, that is, to lofe time, and put off*

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Tode oat to meet thee, with the Mers, helpers, ddmfels, 
handmaids, behind them, on the tail of the beaft, ftuck 
with antichrifUan fuperflitious, idolatrous, rofemaryand 
bays, to "celebrate, welcome, and cons;ratuIate thy remit- 
ter ! how they: dawbed, daihed, defiled, and polluted thee 
the iaid William Prynne^ with dirt, puddle, greetings, 
falutation, that thoa didft look more like unto a pimp, 
pander, bawd newly' carted, than an utter-barrifter tri- 
umphant ; and with how diny and illthy a grace, faihion^ 
and demeanor, thou didH bow, ftoop, and lowc, to thine ' 
idolaters, the rabble-rout crowd on both fides of the flreety 
or flreets, who made an idol of the rings of thine ears, ' 
even as the JeiMs did of their ear-rings. This, verily, 
William, h thy perfeft flyle, and right manner ofexpi:ef- 
iion, in which thou art the • freer of thy windy fluff, btf- 
caufe thou comeft eafily by i<» for thou doft but turn ov^r 
thy concordance, and the indexes' of thy Books, and 
wherefoever thou finded any thing of quake, tremble and 
ihake, from the motion of the IJeavehs to the wagging 
of a -dog's tail, thou appliefl it right or wrong to us ; and 
that it - may (eem to be to fome purpofe, thou didfl always 
print it in capital letters, becaufe fuch were heretofore, 
to very good purpofe, imprinted on thy cheeks by the 
miniflratipn of th^ fon of Belial^ the executioner. But 
I cannot underftand how thou^-or thy rabble of faints,

Che natural reafon why thy compofitions are fo flat aad 
dull, that they will hardly hold till the ink is dry, M 
when they are printed not one of an hundred will endue 
the ititchmg, hat torn to foch homely nfes as they axe 
moft it and proper for. Truly, William^ if I were ypor 
fmsAf\l would advife you to kare this freak of the death's 
head, leaft the young gentlemen of the houfe forprifeyba 
agttn, (as you know they once did at midnight) and make 
vott drink healthVficknefs in it again on your bare m^r- 
row'boncs. But T wonder in what part of the world thy 
readers live, if there are any fuch creatures in nature f 
'verily, they ought to have thehr (honlders grow above 
their heads (like John Mandeviti people in Jfricij for 
there is more .of labour and drudgery than underftanding 
required, and th^y ought to have a large meafare of pa- 
tience, long-fulfering, and ignorance, that can endure tq 
read one page of thine: for as in the NortB, the more 
dirty and foul the highwavs are, the larger meafure they 
allow to their miles, even (o doft thou to thy tedious doll 
Impertincncies ; infomuch that fome are of opinion, that 
thy readers ought to be dieted like running nags, before 
they can be in breath to nead thy longwinded periods, 
which none but Aich as thyfelf will fubmit to, for if few 
words do bet with the wife, none of thpfe will ever en- 
dure to have any thing to do with thee;. And yet 1 have 
heard, that thou doS not a Iktle glory, that thy works 
have pafled thro* all ibrts of times (but only thofe wherein 
they were refuted by the hand of thy pld antagonift.the 
hangman) without difpule or aueftion. It is very trute in- 
deed, they are utterly incapable of confutation, as feme 
places are rendered impregnable by their barren rocky 
'{}Vizitons, or by bekig fortified wi#r.niud walls and 
pitches.' He that (hould venture to encounter thee at thy 
gwn weapon, might be faid to revive the 6ld way of 
fighting with fandbags, the true types of thy dry disjoint-

But I ii*ar T begin to belike thee, thatis, tedipus to no 
purpofe, for 1 dp Qot expeft that any thing can do goo4 
upon thee, who had been fo often incorrigible to the laws ; 
for as the ftrength of two men in their wits is not ibfRpji- 
ent to hold down and quiet one mad-man, ^ven fo art thoii 
j^oef againd all reafon and light, and therefore I will gid 
away no more upon thee, but leaving thee to thine own 
darknefs, with the old faying, bid thee twice goodnight.

Mahomet, the falfe prophet of the ^urks^ was the firft 
prophet, patriarch, founder of the fakers: for he had 
trembling trances, and frantick fits of the falling-ficknefs.

into his ear by a dove, pidgeon or widgeon, that he hacT 
inflrudled and taught, ufed to pick feeds out of his ear or .

iMit the officers of judice, with your nnmberlefs numbers, 
snd render yourfelves as hard to be cafl out as legion the 
devil incorporate did, of whom ye are a type.

By all which it appears, that ye have a 7»nl as well at

Memoirs of the Tear i6j^g and 1650. 

SINCE the liberty of the fubjedt, and free quarter $ 
fince new lights, and felling malignants by an inch of 
candle, the world hath prodaced feditious mercuries as 
faft as Derby-boufe fpawned committees, or committees 
ftarted delinquents : for why do Wefiminfier-Abht^f lubbers 
fit fo long, but only to have their pidures drawn ? bat 
yet no ink could reprefent them black enough. The fit* 
teft emblem of the parliament-houfe is a turkey pie ; the 
heads without will inform you whiat birds are within. 

But alas ! poor infant f we moft be whipt, yet not have 
leave to cry : kifs the rod that fcourged you. Women in 
feme countries never love their husbands till they be nvell 
beaten by them; and certainly our reformers would have 
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us be as good-natured as their fpaniels: and indeed t<p 
what purpofe is hue and cry ient after a troop bf horfe ; 
it were ridicalous for a conflable to charge the peace upoA 
CromnjotU^ or make privy fearch into LentaPs Exche^er ; 
efpeclalJy fince the kingdom was reformed into a Lacede^ 
monian Statt: for when LiHfurn was Lycurgus, plunder- 
ing mttfl needs be fiatutable. What other laws -can we 
exped Iro^ him and Ntwgate ? felony already is a crime 
^nly in fome filly wretches, who are panifhed for it ; but 
parricides are flill above the reach of jufiice. While two 
armies murther and imprifon» an honeft man may be 
Burleigh^d for beating up a dram. As if in a countrv of 
canibdsy a poor innocent CuiUr fhould be hangea for 
grinding a ftilktto. Pillories are more curel thaLii fcajhlds^ 
or perhaps Prni's ean were larger than my lord of Can- 
firbmfs head. 

Bat lord! to what an height were may-poles grown, 
and could they be reformed without fequeflration and ex* 
cife ? nay the primitive aseal had almoft melted the bells, 
and made them ring backwards for themfelves. A pfalm 
of mercy is even denied the chimes ; and mafculine Tom 
tfLincobt muft be gelded into a roaring Meg. Roundheads 
and atheifts hate fuperftition^ only Crom^well and the devil 
are afraid of crofTes. 

It is well churches furvived thus long $ for fbce my 
lord Brookit groom and coachman propagated the gofpel, 
chriftians were born in ilables only. So Job came to be 
a £unt, but upon a dunghil ; and why may not a fanflified 
whipfler be a heaven-driver, as well Berereton and Hervt^ 
hifhops ? who would have thought that fnaphaunches and 
bafket-hilts were of apoftolical inftitution ? or that buS" 
and feather were Jun Din/ino ? Crtydon and Fulbam are 
not inhabited, but haunted ; nor do they lodge inmates, 
but apparations and gobblins. Thus have chriftian churches 
been converted into Turkijb mofques, and abbies have been 
made nefb for rooks and daws. The devil is an enemy 
to all hierarchy, and therefore holidays mull be aboHfli- 
ed, and fo farewel faints and angels ; all renounce Wbh- 
fimiide, andyetboaft the Hofy Gboft. Smcn and Jude 
are vanquiQied by Li/fy and Booker, and Michael is fub- 
dued by another devil. Time's fcythe was turned into a 
iaw, nor was he bald endugh to be a perfedt Roundhead. 
But an execution mud have iome reprieve. All ftickle for 
powder-treafon s the prentices refcue Shrove-Tue/d^, uid 
M 3 the 
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tlie foiton nraft be indulged KFalnaim, What Aeed ?i>y 
other obfervations? they can fcaft themfelves wkhoata 
Cbripmast and fiarve others withoat a Ltnt, 

Well then, adieu FrUayi, and wdcome monthly h&9, 
adieu idoktors, and welcome new moons. This iUll fow 
hath devoured more than all the biihops hofpitality. Their 
idol humiliation, like Bel^ confumes all, and yet eats 
nothing. But all this is merciful. Their too much fil- 
ing hath made them canibals. They can ^y grace over 
tnummy, and give thanks for my lord StraffbrJ^ as if they 
had abilained only as beads ty'd up, that they might d^ 
vour poor martyrs more greedily, iavagely; nay, they 
eat up one another. Both the Hothams, like two thieves 
wait upon their crucified bifhop. The parliament, like 
Sejanus, is deflrudion both to their friends and enemies. 
My lord Brook's new light at laft blinded him : he was 
£r(l made a mole, and thenearthM; a fit end to the ur« 
derminer of a ftate! lucasznd Lijlevftst both revenged, 
fince the vice-admiral and Raii^Uromgb were levelled, 
for as he was regenerate, ^ he died twice. *Tis thought 
his (ea-ficknefs purged the better half away : the haddocks 
had as good a breakfaftas the worms. Craffks built a A»- 
pulchre to his decafed lamprey : and what was all his 
funeral pomp dedicated to, but an otter? to be mourners 
at the death of a water-rat, is a vanity beyond being 
maudlin drunk. Why all thefe ridicidous attendants ? % 
iingle fculler is. good eoough to carry a dog to Wt^i^. 
The numerous wild gang is exceeded every execution day. 
We fee a fuller appearance at Ntugate, The Worthy was 
but two wheals above an ordinary villain, and diftrcd 
only in the blacknefs of his foul, and hii wardrobe. 

And moft of the Heroes were fuch twilled pieces, one 
knows not from which part of the Ci/Uaur to name them. 
Whom their Alcoran writes prophets, others think im- 
poftors. The devil will ftill be black, though the Indiana 
paint him white. AH their patrons die, like John Hufs. 
both heretics and faints ; nor can we difcem whether 
'tis a martyr, or a witch that burns. My lord iayt 
fanftity is fomewhat like his fon Nais valour. TJie 
jewel hath too much of Brtfla/ in it. The dog in the 
tower, though proof again ft lions, is no Dame/, O what 
a godly thing is the ngn of the /fand bihii \ What a de- 
vout company of faints are Rebeccu^ her hoek^ her fatina, 
^nd her Jiooi f For all muft go together : nor would you 

^v -, think 
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tbfok ker going to church, bat removing houfe. I 
wonder flie is never apprehended for carrying burdens on 
the fabbath-day. Well, this coif2inA crofs cloth ^ thii blm 
aproned faints isi as much in the church as the parfon's 
.hourglafiy thf haffocks^ or the* people tliat are buried 
there. Nor will {he tire with a fingle hearing, but trudge 
from St Antholin\ to St Helet^^ and hold out killing ofa 
brace or two, and all long courfes. Thus are they carri- 
.ed from prdinnnce to ordinance, like beggars from, one 
.church to another, that they may ply at bota places. 
• And what are their Ltnntesy out their Frlers-Mendi' 
je^fHs fpr both the houfes ? not a funday fince the combu- 
Aion paded without a brief. How oft have they picked 
our pockets with the relief of Inland? this knack hath 
]beea as beneficial as their plundring : as much hath been 
ffOtten hy ^ g9fid your fworfifip^ as hy ftand and deli'ver. 
^e could never get out of the church without a com- 
.'poittioa: the parton*$ application was certainly direfied 
.to our purie : every motive drained our pockets, ^.nd 
ihe laft ufe was an ufe of lequellration. See how the 
pulpit duelift fights with Bellarmn\ how he fwears and 
toils, plays out all his weapons, and (you ifiay be fure) 
Ihath got the better ; but after with an addrefs to the fpe- 
£lators to throw him fome money. 

Weil, who% for Mdermanhury? you would think » 
Phcfmx preached there 1 but that birds will .-flock after aa 
owl as fail ; and a foot-ball in cold weather is as mtxh fol- 
lowed as Calan^ by all his rampaat dog-day zealots. But . 
*tis worth the crouding to heajr the baboon expound, like 
thfi ape taught to play oa the cittern. You would think 
the church as well as religion, were inverted, and the 
anticks which were uied to be without, were* removed 
into the pulpit. Yet thefe apifh tricks muH be the mo- 
tions of the fpirit ; his whimiie nieagrim muft be an exg- 
tacy,. and Dr GoodU^"^ paifey made him the father of 
the fandiiied ihakers.

The parfon looks like an ofiender upon the fcaflbid ; and 
they penning his confeffion, or a fpirit conjared up by 
their uncouth charaders : by his cloak you would take 
hikn for the prologue to a play ; bufhis fermon, by the 
length of ity fhould bea taylor's bill: And what treats h 
cf, fuch but buckram, fuilian fluff? what a defperate green 
ficknefs is the land fallen into, thus to doat on coals and 
diet, and fuch rubbifh divinity ? mufl the Fr^ch cook oar 
fermonstoo? and are frogs, fungo\ and toad-ftools, the 
chiefefl di(h in the fpiritual collation ? f!range IJratHtes f 
that cannot diflinguifh between mildtw and manna. Cer- 
tainly in the briehteft funihine of the gofpel clouds are the 
beil guides ; and woodcocks are the omy birds of paradife* 
I wonder how the ignorant rabbies fhould di^r fo oluch, 
£nce moil of their libraries confiftonly of a concordance^ 
The wfe mem fbur doubtlefs was an ignis fatuus in a 
church-yard ; and it was fome fuch will-of-the-wifp fleer- 
ed prophetical Sahmarjh^ when nding poft to heaven, he 
lofl his way in a foreft. Indeed their rare gifb have one 
property of the fpirit to be invifiUe, and fo much of re> 
velation, as not to be underflood, like the mufick of the 
ipheres, never to be heard. 

But c^hirs may make an aflembly, though no number: ~ 
and what can we exped from zn ABC Synod ^ but a 
catechifm ? Mount Sion hath at laft brought fbrth a moufe, 
though it was long enough in fpawning to have been an 
elephant. They have reformation, PauTs work ; and O 
may they have a fcafFold for their pains ! for what have 
they given us for lawn-fleeves, but fackdoth and mifery ? 
inflead of liturgies they have brought Upon us all tfaofe 
affli^ions we there prayed againfb. The church, while 
beautiful, was the whore of Bahylon : their zeal was never 
hot enough, till it fcorched them into Biackamores. Too 
much fair weather, forfooth, has almoft darved us. Seven 
years purging would kill an H^cules. To be always fnu^ 
fing, muft at laft put out the light. And what dan be 
pure enough with them that dare article the creed, and 
attempt to reform the apoflles? thefe will fhrive the 
whole bible, and have interpreted Our Father^ &c. fo 
long backwards, that they have made fome believe it was 
conjuring. The fy nod was the parliament's fphituat 
block-houfe, and the prolocutor was the fpeaker^s echo.

AU the divines, like jHiefts of old« were infplred from 
vaults, and the lower houfe.

Cromwell hath 
wolves enough to filence the fpeaker, and made Lental a 
dumb>dog. Alas, poor DireBory! thoumuft give up the 
ghoft too ? the fpirit mull the way of all £e(h. Now law 
itfelf mull be arraigned, and the new judges to execution^- 
What a fine humour would it be to fee Wild Burleigh'* dhy^ 
a drum and foldiers, and Rolles coach it up Holboum^ in- 
^esA ol Fleetftreet ? Of that they may have their coifs- 
all turned into night-caps ; andinHead of old women, be-- 
^me proper men. Since the members regent were iw 
durance, the two houfes like the leprefentations of Lud» 
gate and Ne«wgate. What need the diHin^ion of upper* 
and lower? Cromwell will ferve both, for king of hell,, 
and prince of the air. Warwick {ot all his juggling, may* 
perhaps fuffer fhipwrcck. Xerxes W2s a leveller, he fet- 
tered the feas : and why may not thefe put the JdmiraP 
in chains ? Pry»»'s head mull after his ears; and the 
fpeaker*s bags will e'er long prove him a Judas: my lord 
Say% white powder is no longer filent and innocent, but^ 
nauil fubmit taCromweiPs black : Pembroke may be vifited,, 
and Manchefter univcrfity'd ; one is not fool^' and the o- 
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Aher it not fool f noogli to be iecure. And i!idee4. tHde 
are faints in compariron of Cr^AnuY/Tfl live-guard. Ham- 
-moud is a chriftiaii compared with Roif, The head quar- 
ters make Ni*wgati a Sanaum Sanaornm. The foldierr 
lure not good enough for jgibbets. In the reformation the 
gallows is ondec perfecucion^ and lyhum fuiFers martyr- 
dom. Not one of Pttir^% 1 500 faints^ but may with St 
Francis give place to the devil. If ^hefe propagate the 

fofpel, it.muft be as the painter finifhed his pi£tui« 
y de&cittg it, when the fpunge did the work of his 
pencil. To hope for reformation from levellers, is to 
gape for the miracle of Andromedas and. to expe& beauty 
from a ntgro. Agitators are as good phyfick for a £cb: 
church or %ate» as chips of the gdlows, are for the ague. 
There is not a foldier but changes his religion as often as 
kis ihirt, that being fooner lowfy than his linnen. They 
void their principles at every fermon j nor do they go to 
church, but to ilool. And well may they part with them 
fo eafiiy, fince their religion is no better than toafled 
cheefe: every man is his own cook; each trooper, like a 
knight oi MaltOy'n both prieft and foldier; revelations 
are fo common, that the fpirit is become a meer familiar. 
You may be of all religions, but the potefiunt^ as th« 
pagans worihip all gods but the true one ; as if that uni- 
formity did not become the church, as well as confuiiony 
aud diefurplice wasnot as handibm^ as the beggar's coat. 
Roffiier is a Jeiv extraordinary, circumcifed root and 
branch. Martins paradife is the fame with J^abomefSy his 
heaven is only a' feraglio. Cromivell may pafs for a Pope 
Joan^ or the whore of Balylim, and differs only thus much 
from a papift ; they torment themfdves, he other folks. 
He believes his merits fo far that he thinks he ihall be 
faved by villanies, and go to heaven, like Hercules and 
Ihefeusy be caufe he hath been in hell. Indeed all of them 
are religious mimicks, devout vizards ; and if fandity be 
fnot or the pox, andjeated.in thenofe, theyare.as perfeftly 
God's apes, as the devil is. The zealous pyramids always 
point at heaven, as £re though in hell mounts upward.

But they are angels, only that they may be devils. A 
yenv cannot be a Turk till he be a Chrifiian, They put 
on religion to murder the king, as that damnM monk 
poifon'd the enflperor with the eucharift. They bring in 
reformation as the old po^ts did their gods, to conclude 
their tragedy more eafily. Bloody conspiracies are always 
fhrouded under leagues : when .a mailacre is intended^ 
they chime all into Sicilian vefpers. When they cry out, 
the church ! the church ! they mean our grave.

Afy Lords, 

I Have not nfed to trouble you with long fpccches, I 
know I am an ill fpeaker ; but tho' I am no fcholar, I 
sm an honeft man, and have a good heart to my king and 
country. 

I have more to lofe than many of thcfe who fo hotly op- 
|x>ie an accommodation : I will not forfeit mine eilate to 
^tisfy their humours or ambitions. My lords, *tis time to 
look about us, and not to fufier ourfeives to be fooled out 
of our lives, our honours, and our fortunes, to help thofe 
men, who when their turns are ferved, will defpiie us, 
and begin to laugh at us already. 

A fellow here of the town, an ordinary, fcurvy follow, 
told me the other day to my face, that he cared not if I 
left them to morrow ; nay, if all the lords (except three 
or four that he named, and faid, he was fure would not 
leave them) went to the king, they fhould do their bufi- 
nefs the better. Yet, my lords, I think we have helped 
them : I am fure they could never have brought it to this 
without us, if we had not joined with them : I think the 
people would not have followed the Houfe of Commons, 
now they can do their bufinefs without us : it will be 
worfe fhortly, if we do not look about us. 

My lords, we were told this time twelve-month, if we 
would put out the bifhops out of the lords houfe, no hr- 
ther attempts (hould be made upon the church : I am fure 
I was promifed fo, by fome who would be thought honeft 
men; and when I told them it was reported that they 
meant to take away epifcopacy, and the book of common- 
prayer; they proteftcd to me, that in the firft they in- 
tended nothing, but to appoint fome godly minifters to 
aflift the bifhops in ordination, and fome other things that 
I do not underftand ; and for the book of common-prayer, 
they who are ilri^ft againft it, and would never be pre- 
fent at it, afTured me, that if it were once coniirmed by 
aft of parliament, (for they faid many things»were put in 
to it by the bifhops, without authority) they would be 
content ; and on my confcience fo they would if they had 
the places they then looked for* 

^ J Now 
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Now nothiog will costeat them, but no bifhop, no 
book of common-prayer; and (hortly it will be» nO 
lords, no gentlemen, and no books at jtll» for we have 
preachers already that can neither write nortead« 

My lords, I wonder what we Ih^ll get by this war; 
we venture more than other men; I am fare I venture 
aiore than five hundred of them ; and the moft I can 
look for, is to efcape undoing. What between being t 
traytor, and being a malignant, we have but a narrow 
way to walk in : we hear every bafe fellow fay in the 
fireet, as we pafs by in oar coaches, that they hope to 
iee us a foot &ortly, and to be as good men as the loidsi 
and I think they will be as go^ as their words, if we 
lake this courfe. 

They fay they will have no peace without trudi. 
Death ! Have we no truth ? Have we lived all this whik 
in ignorance ? I think our fathers were as wife men as 
they. Had we no truth in queen EUsMbeth'^s time ; Have 
not-all our fiunous learned divines been able to teach us 
truth, but muft we learn it only out of tubs ? 

My lords, I am no fcholar, but I underibind men ; and 
I had rather continue ignorant ilill, than enjoy the truth 
thefe men would have. I have ferved the king*s hthtt 
and himfelf; and though I have been fo unhappy as to 
£ill into his difpleafure, no body ihall perfwade me to 
turn traytor ; I have too much to loie. 

I am a true proteflant, and I love the king and king- 
dom ; and I am fure war is good Sat neither of them. 
I would every bodies faults were forgiven them ; and I 
think we ihould all then take heed how we committed 
new. 

Good my lords, let us have peace ; and if thefe men 
will not confent to it, let us think of Ibme other way 
to get it.

My Lordsf 

Yo u know I feldom make fpeeches, yet {my lords) 
every thing would fain live; and now I muft ei- 
ther find a tongue/ or loie my head : I am accufed for 

fitting 
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fitting here, wKen yoar krddups fled to the amy : 
Alas ! my lords, I am an old man, I maft fit : you may 
ride or run any whither, but I am an old man : yoa 
voted them traytors who left the houfe, and went to Twi ;. 
they told os then, they were fofcM away by tnmolts: 
do not you fay fo too? were they traytors for going, and 
aih I a traytor for ftaymg ? 's death, my lords, what 
would. you have me do f hereafter Til neither go nor 
Aay. I have ferved you feven years ; what have yoa 
given me, imlefs part of a thank^iviag dinner, for which 
yoa made me faft once a month ? I was fed like a prince 
at the ldfig*s coft, twice every day. Ion? before fomeof 
yoa were born : and this king continn*d, nay, oot-dkl 
his father, in heaping favonrs upon me i yet (for your 
£ikes} I renounced my mafter when he had moft need 
of me; voted againft him, fwofe againft him, hired mea 
to fight againft him: I confe(s I myfelf never ftnick 
at him, nor (hot *at him, bat I pay'd for thofe that did: 
I gave my tenants their leafes fiae-free, if they would 
rife and refift the king, and yet, my lords, after all this, 
muft I be a traytor ? have I not fworn for you over and 
over, and over again ? yon fent me on your earrands 
to Ooford^ to XJxhri^ty to NetucaftUB^ to ihkhniy j you 
burned me up and down as if I had been a king ; yoii 
made me carry a world of propoficions ; J brought them 
all fafe and found s what you bid me fay, I fpako to a 
iyllablei and had the king aikM me how old I was. 
Without your commiffion I Jhould not have told him ; and 
yet, my lords, I am ah old man : remember how I ftuck 
to you againft Strafford and Canterh''ry ; fome of you 
fhrunk at dfraffbrd's trial, fo that your names were 
like to be polled for malignants ; and for Cantirburyy ' 
many of you woukl have had him live. My lord of 
'N$rihttmheridndy and- others would have no hand in his 
blood; but I gave you the cafHng voice, that fent him 
packing into another world, and yet now would you 
lend me after him? have not I (at with you early and 
late ? when the parliament tamWM and tofs'd, and rolVd 
iticlf on this fide and on that fide, ftill I was foi^ the 
parliament: tho' J ftayM here with prefbyterian lords, 
yet when you returned, I was firm to you. All the 
t)ther lords left you in the houfe, when Sir H^o. Chaplin 
gave thanks for your return: but I ftay*d and pray*d 
^thyou^ and am (for ought I know) as great anlnde- 
2 pendant 
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pendant as any of yea all. I rejoiced witli yoa, Med, 
fang p1alms» prayM with you, and hereafter wiil ran a- 
way with yoa ; nay, I had done it now, but who knew 
your minds I if you meant I fhoald follow you, why 
did yoa not wink upon me? think you I could ran a- 
way by inftinfl ? my lords, you know I love dogs, and 
(tho* I fay it) I thank God I have had as good dogs, as 
any in Et^Iand. Now, my lords, if a dog follow me 
when I do not call him, I bid him be gone ; if I call 
him, and he comes not, then I beat him; but if I 
beat him for not coming, when I never calPd him, 
you'll think me mad. 's death, my lords, 'tis a poor 
dog is not worth the whifUing. 

But, perhaps, my fault is not meer fbiying hear, bat 
being aaive in your abfence ; becaufe in my robes and 
€ollarof^.5, I brought up Mr Pelham, the commons 
new fpeaker. Why what if I did ? is not Mr Pelham 
my own coufin? would your lofdfhips have me un- 
civil to my kindred ? why might not I entertain the 
new fpeaker, as well as Sir Roiert HarUf entreat us to 
admit him ; Mr Pelham is none of Sir Rabiri'^ coufin, 
and yet Sir Robirt is an old man 

I hearfbmeiay, that. I was forward to begin a new 
war; that my hand is to all the warrants for Ming 
men and horfe, and in order thereunto I voted his 
majefly fhould come to London, *Tis true, my lords, I did 
give my vote for the king's coming hither ; but where- 
fore was it? 'twas only to chufe a new fpeaker. What! 
would ye have us dumb, and fit here like ferrets? my 
lords, I love to Jiear men to fpeak ; and all the law- 
yers told me, no king, no fpeaker; that either the 
commons muft name their fpeaker, and the king ap- 
prove him; or the king name him, and the commons 
approve him : no king, no fpeaker. And fo I was for 
the king, that is, for the fpeaker. 

Then (my lords) obferve the manner of his coming : 
the king was to come according to the covenant ; mark 
ye that. I was ftill for my oaths : let him come when 
he \{ill ; if the covenant fetch him, he had as good fby 
away : and yet men cry ihame on the covenant. Thofe 
that took it, caft it up again; aiod thofe that refufeit, 
have given a world of arguments that it is unreafonable; 
which reafons our afTembly (like a company of rafcals) 
never yet anfwer'd. I know, my lords, many of oiyr 

friends 
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friends neVer took this oath» but they refusM it out of 
meer confcience. Shall malignant confciences be as ten* 
der as oars ? why, what do they think oar confciences 
are made of ? bat, my lords, fuppofe this oath be un- 
reafonable : can we do nothing but we muft give a rea- 
son for it ? this is as bad as the houfe of commons ; 
who, when we deny to pafs any ordinance, prefendy fend 
to know our reafons, tho* themfelves give no reafons for 
demanding ours ; and fo malignants would have reafon^ 
able oaths : only here*s the difference, the houfe of com- 
mons do ufe to demand reafons : tho* I hold the Co* 
venant is extream reafonable ; for as fome malignants 
take it to (ave their eflates, fo we give it to make them 
loie their eftates ; both love their eflates, and both hate 
the covenant. Thus, my lords, we liave reafon for this 
oath, and your lordfhips have no reafon to make me a 
tray tor, while I give my vote according to the covenant. 

As for figning warrants to raife a new army, I wonder 
youUl fpeak of it. Have not you all done it a hundred 
times ? how many reams of paper have we fubfcribed to 
raife forces for king and parliament ? *tis well known, I 
can fcarce write a word befides my name : can^t a man 
write his own name without lofing his head ? if I mufl give 
account for what 1 fet my hand to. Lord hanii mercy upon 
me. I fee now my grand&ther was a wife man, he could 
neither write nor read ; and happy for me were I fo too. 
Come, come, my lords, be plain, and tell me, do 1 look 
like one that would raife a new war ? T mufl confefs I love 
a good army ; but if there be none till I raife it, foldiers of 
fortune may change their name. No, my lords, 'twas 
not I, *twas the eleven members would have raifed a war* 
You fee they were guilty by their running away ; I neither 
ran with them, nor with you ; I don^t like this running 
away, I love to flay by it. And whether was for war, I 
that flayM in town, or you that went to the army \ the 
devil a horfe did I lift, but in my new coach, nor uM 
any harnefs, but my collar of SS ; and will you for this 
clap me into the ^owoer f you fent me thither fix years 
fince, but for handling a dandifh, and you'll commit me 
for writing my name? what, my lords, do you hate 
learning? can you not end nor begin a parliament without 
fending me to the T^tnuer ? do your lordfhips mean to 
mak6 me a lord-mayor ? if I needs muft go, pray fend me 
home to Baynard-Caftle, or Durham'^ufe: a damnable 
N ^ fire 
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iire barnt my iiouie »t ^FS^/^isr juft thuc bour I mored jpoiir 
Jordihipi to drive maligmuitt out of Lmdon. But whjr i» 
tbe f^9<w$rf am i GPtnpftQX forlkms? 4o.you tiiank tnea 
caca^inQuniaiii» fit to lie fliewn cbro* a grate Ua two 
pence? so, qiy lordsu ke^ the Sf0<«)^ for znaligiiaiit»« 
they can «n4ypc it( ibme of them have been pn&nen 
(even yean; they cao feed upon have alkgiance, pkafii 
chem(eive« with difeoiides of confctenpet of honour, of a 
righteous caufe^ a«d I know sot whati but what*s thb to 
me ? how will thefe jpaJjgiMms look upon me ? nay, how 
ihaU I look upon them ?: I coniefs, ibme of them ioi« my 
(oi3l% Kom^^y ; diey fay^ he's swire a gentleman, ftod 
has wit : *« dfath, my lords, miift I turn gendeman ? I 
thought I had hee«a pefir^f the realm ;a«d am I nowa 
gentleman I let xmy ffm-keep his wit, his poor Either never 
got two pence hy his wit. Alas ! my lonkt what hart 
can I do you ? or wha^ gopd will it do you to have my 
head? I am but a ward j my lc»d ^4^ hath difpofed of me 
thefe ieyen years ; I am no lawyer, tbo* the Littieiw 
fiall me coufin ; I am 90 fchc^r, cho* I have been the uni« 
ytriiiyh chaiiGellor ; I am no ftatt£i«ao, tho* I was a 
privycQuniipllor. I know not what yon mean by tho 
three ellatf s ; lafi Junt the army demanded a releafe fat 
JLiliumf MuJ^rs'vet and O'v^t^n i I thought they had been 
the three. I thank God I have a good eftate of my own, 
and I have the edate of my lord B^ningh children, and I 
have m/ lord of C^nrarvao^s eiUte ; thefe are my thnee 
e^ei, and yet, my lords, muft I to the 'EotuerP con- 
-fid^, we ane but a ^ tods feft ; come let*s love and bo 
kind to one another f the ^valiers qoareil'd among them-i 
i^lves,, beat one another, and loA all ; lee us be wiier, my 
lords; fpr- had we (alien into their condition, my coor 
fcience tejls me we had look*d moft wofuUy* 

I perceive, your Iprdfliips think better of me ; and yo« 
would quit me, if I were not charged by the agitators and 
general council of the army* How, agkators ! *& death', 
what's that ? whoever heard that word before ? I under-i 
S^nd claillcal, provincial, coagfegational, national j but 
fpragiutor, it may (for ought I know) be a knave not 
worth three pence. If ^giiaitors cut noblemens throats, 
you'll find the devil has been an agitator. As for the ge« 
peral cpancil, I hate the name of it, 'tis, old and naught; 
and ufed to be full of biihops : thofe fellows have trolUbrd 
ps ever fmce the appfiles time : I thought we had made 

them 
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them poor enough^ and is their name come again to tor- 
ment me ? my lords^ I underjland not thefe general coun* 
cils ; thofe of old (they Uif) were chrifliansy and thefe are 
iadepen(knts : what a damnable deal of godendUng is h^e ^ 
jgeneral afiembly, general of the army, general council of 
the army ; we never had a quiet hour fince we had (b many 
generals. Well, my lords, thefe are hard times, and we 
make them worfe with hard word», which neither we 
xior opr fore-others underftood. Heretofore biihops were 
yure DMno ; then elders would be J^ure Divino j and now 
agitators would be Jure Divina : d — n me I think no^ 
thing yure Divino h\it God. Call you this a thorough 
reformation ? my lords, if thefe agitators muft rule the 
kingdom, why are not we ourfelves agitators ? why may 
not I make Oldfworth an agitator ? his abilities and'^ho- 
nefiy are equal to mod of them ? but, for oaght I iee» 
agiutors will fooner be earls of Pimbroki and Montgomery^ 
than we agitators. For the parliament leads the people^ 
the army leads the parliament^ Cromwe// kads Sir TTfomas 
Jrettm, and Ireun leads Cromwell i agitator^? will lead 
Ireton ; whither the devil fhall we all be led at iaft ? 

My lords, vou fee I have fpoke my mind : I hope» 
tvtsy week iome of your lordihips will do the like ; and 
the commons in this (tho* in nothing elfe) will follow th^ 
houfe of peers. 

But I have done, I have done, my lords ; remember^ 
I befeech you, that I am an old man : I have been a 
grandfather time out of mind (for I was fo when this par- 
liament began) and now mail I be food for agitators ? Q^ 
my lords^ I have ufed the king fo ill, and he loved me fp 
well ; and I have ierved you fo well, and you u& me fo 
111, that no man is forry for me. Therefore my requeft 
IS, that you would not think of fending me to the To<wtr^ 
till fomebody pities me. 
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ne Earl of Pembroke*/ Speech in Parlta-

and alfo on the Debate of the Reafons given 
by the Lords to the Commons^ for not fending 
the three Propofitions before a Treaty.

Mf Lords f 

I Thank God yoa had no reafon to make me your 
fpeaker : and truly (all things confidered) I have as lit- 
de reafon to be a (peaker as any man ; and yet I will fpeak, 
for I have been learning thefe feven years how to do it 
cxtrumpere ; I have helped too to bawl down biihops 
and fcholars and minifters^ for domb dogs ; and do you 
chink ril be a dumb dog too ? a halter I will : If I (hould 
fit dill and (ay nothing and let his majefty come to London^ 
that were the way to make me dumb indeed, for I can 
fay no more for myfelf than a dog. I hope the door is 
fall, that the citizens do not hear me, becaufe 111 fpeak 
my mind : what, tho* I do not know my own mind, yet 
I'll fpeak it as well as I can. 'Tis known I am a true 
Englifl> man, tho* I cannot fpealc good Engi\/hy and as 
honeft a man too as my lord Say can make me ; and there- 
fore, my lords, now I have lived long enough with you, 
I mean to die with the houie of commons, or el(e (they * 
iay) I ihall be no lord ; and fo ^y I to you : grafs and 
hay, my lords, we are all mortal, and muft be tied up to 
the manger. 

I have been for the city too in my time, when they 
would pay their money, hear reafon, and invite us to din- 
ners. Hang them, rafcals, they cannot fay but we have 
given them their bellies Yull too (I pray God they do 
not hear me). This time twelve-month they made a 
young man of me, and * yet (as fimple as you think me) 
I am an old man : they drew me into a new war, and 
made me wait upon a new fpeaker, and vote his majefty^s 
€90ung to London : but I \^as a mad man, I knew not 

what 
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what I did then ; for if the army had not had the more 
merqr, I had been a traytor as well as the reft, for oughj: 
I know. Do yoa think then I'll vote the king home 
again ? no, I warrant you, I am an old bird, andfcorn 
chaff, or to be made a traytor any more for any king ia 
Cbrifiindom. I am an old thing made new now : my 
roan Micbad tells me I am an independant. I think I 
am a good chriftian ; ay, bat citizens and Sicots are Jews, 
and who knows but that perfonal treaty may be a new 
name for popery ? 

You may bring in popery, and break the Covenant, if 
yoa pleafe, my lords, but I dare not. I am fare we 
have gotten well by it, we have reafon to regard it, 
for we have gotten the crown-lands, church-lands, the 
cavaliers lands, every man's lands too, if we pleafe, and 
the devil and all : and how fhall we keep them, if we do 
not keep to the covenant ? for my part TU keep to vxf 
oaths, and rather than part with them, d- — -e I'll fwear 
down all this perfonal treaty. 

. And good reafon too, for they iay it will undo all 
that we have been dbing thefe feven years : and for my 
part, I thought all had been undone already, then what 
needs any more undoing by a treaty? my lords, if we 
moft undo, let us undo as the houfe of commons do, they 
do one thing to day, and undo it to morrow : they voted 
they would never make any more addrefies to the king, 
and made us vote fo too, and then they made us unvote all 
again. And truly, I think this is a hard chapter, for I can't 
read the meaning of it. But I am fure they do not mean a 
treaty, if they can help it. 

I like the way of fending propofitions ; ay, for I love 
to go on errands. I am fure it is an honourable employ^- 
ment for an old man to be the ftates's half-penny boy ; and 
I am glad the commons will not read your reafons for 
the king's coming, before he have figned the three pro- 
portions. For, obferve, my lords, if they fhould hear 
leafon, they might go whiille : miftake me not, I mean 
if they (hould hear any reafon but their own, and I think 
that is all the reafon in the world, for it is reafon of ftate^ 
or the ftate's own reafon. There I think I hit it ; for 
all other reafon is malignant and high treafon. Why then 
fhould we treat with the king ? for he'll talk malignant 
reafon, and reafon of ftate too ;. but then here's the mat* 
ter, my lords^ he will not tsdk the flate's reafon, and 
N 3 - t&otfbre 
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therefore judge ye, whecker the fiaM have any reaiba 
to talk with bini« when he witt talk nochiog but treafon, 
and by that means, my lords, make yoii or me, or 4uiy 
cf 09 all traytors to our faces I tmft him that will, for my 
part, I fhall have as little to iay to him as any of you all ; 
and yet you-iee I am a good fpeaker, aoeordiDg to the 
ibte^s reaibn. 

I think we never had a good worid fince we had ib 
much reafon : for my part (1*11 fpeak my mind plainly) 
I never had any reafon of my own, nor will I own ever 
any but Michael Oidfa:orth, and the Rate's i and, by 
the life of Pharsuhy I think they two afe as reafonable 
creatures as any in the World. But to this point of rea- 
fon, I mean to fpeak more, now I come to examine your 
lordfhips reafons of fbte, which the houfe of commons 
Jiave voted contrary to the ftate^s reaibn : for, as I take 
it, my lords, they are the ftate, and yoa know we are 
all bound to fabmit to the ftate, or dfe we are traytors i 
I am fure few of us but have been made fe for not fob* 
mitting, and 'tis God's mercy we arc not all traytors. 
Howfoever, I'll be one no more, if I can help it, but 
keep as well as I can to the ft^e*s reafons, and I advife 
your lordfhips to do (o too, for they care not a fig for all 
your reafons, nof I neither, 's death, I am fure fome of 
you have no reafon to the cmitrary $ yoa know bow yoa 
were whipped with the black-rod lately, and I can tell yon, 
there is a black book too at the head quarters; if you'll 
do reafon, ye may, but (mark ye, my lords) 'tis very 
dangerous to talk reafon, it is the only way to be put in the 
black book, and then you know the black rod follows. 
I am an old man, ay, and fome of you are old enough 
too, but yoa fee, we aienot paft whipping, and yet yoa 
will not take warning. 

However, I (hall have a care of one, and in the mean 
time fee what reafon you have to venture to talk reafon 
to the ftate, if you were thetr -fellow-commoners, you 
might have fome reafon to make bold to give them rea- 
fons ; bat being as it is, methinks you might know your 
difUnce. You fay you would not have t£e three propo- 
iitions offered to the king before the treaty ; £rft, becaufe 
the citizens liere, and divers coontries, have petitioned for 
it. The citisens f 'tis true, they have brought us in a peti- 
tion here for it ; but the more rafcals they : they m^j go 
liome and fay their prayen; for thqr are not lik/^ to be 
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iieard here. What, do they pmy when they flionld cuife I 

^ ^, do they think the 9ax€% a camelcton, to livtf 

«pon air, good words, and petitions, and treaties? they 
V«re all for a new war, and ^fsrn me is too this thEoo 
twetve-moiithff, and now they are againft a new war. Is 
there any reafon in this^ when tiff fiates have not yet 
^one their bofinefs ? moft they do and undo, a» well as 
the ftate ? and now by doing nothings quite undo the 
fiatef they ftiall be. hanged £rfti d — e, they fhall. I 
sua fomewhat the more eager s^nft this, my lords, be* 
^loA you bsf ^tis rcafon ;. but yet I hope the dtizeBS do 
not hear nie. I would not have all that I fpeak^ to be 
ipoken on the houfe-tops^ ixcanfe ufually, n^ lords, i 
fcidom fpeak, biit I am over the top of the houfe, be- 
fore I am aware. But this I fay, why fhould they ftand 
for peace and treaties, that firH fet a-foot the war? and 
aew, when we expeft they fliould lerve another appren* 
ticeihip to the ftate to maintain the war, they nsicant to 
kave reformation^ like />«», in the BBire, and are becomo 
fo Fofjb as to csofr us with treaties. If they were foe 
a new war this . tkse twelve-month, 'tis aU the reafon ia 
the vin>rld they fhould befo now. What» though the 
cafe be not the fame, nor the ftate the fame now that 
it was then? I hope the caofe and the ftate are alive 
Aill,and will be as loi^as the king and the cavaAiers live^ 
Undont-live them too 1 for they aae the fameftill, aaii 
itterfoir another wotldthaathe ftate^s world: for the 
flatus world, rant xeund, and hadx done fo thefe fevea 
jwart, but the kn^and the cavaliecs are the fome fttU: and 
therefore, my lords, I fhali oondndewithas good logiek a» 
9By 1 have left in die univerficy,. aa long as the king and 
the csuralicr&are the fiune, tJtt^ofis maA needs be the fuse* 
thoagk the flats be not the fome, but mangled, and 
rent, .and patdied, and new-modelled, and the oovenaot 
Hkewifo cracked all to pieces. And where is youc rsa< 
fon now, my lords ? deth it not follow then, that tbsjr 
ei^ht not to take the fame conrfe . to maintain the war 
af^Bttft the king and the cavaliefs« and not trouble lbs 
flate thoB wkh treaties? efpedaily leeii^ G^dU-beUm 
tie iams^ the exdfe, the city-bsg»» and pubUdc failk 
too, are all the vtry lame flill, and ss full and fluent «e 
ever. And if thele fellows that come here to vex the 
fiate thus with petitions, will not go home in peace, lo 
fefward a new war, aad be the fame m^ egUA that 
N4 they 
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they have been, I hope the army will come and pickle 
them up in the Tower, and ferve them the fame iauce 
their fellows had this time twelve month : for what other 
end, r pray you, do we keep the army, or the army keep as ? 
And now, my lords, that I have done with the citizens, 
I fhall fell upon the counties. What have they to do with 
petitions ? they are oat of their calling : they fhould for- 
low the plough, and let the ilate alone, to harrow and 
fetch in harveH. J warrant you they had rather have a 
king, and fee us quartered,, than endure any more free- 
quarter ; but I think the ftate guard quartered them fuffid- 
ently, and made drawn cats of them, I m'ean the Surrey 
men ; fo that I think they, pr the reft, will have little 
ftomach again to come a petitioning. What reafon then, 
Tay lords, have you to regard what they iay for a treaty ? 
they can but talk (you fee) and the ftate can fight, and 
be ne*er the more tray tors for it ; but if thefe fight, they 
are traytors prefently, as foon as we have conquer*d 
them. I tell you, my lords, if the fiate had voted me a 
foldier, I would have no more mercy upon* thefe fellows 
than if they were traytors in gingerbread. What though . 
they would bite? I have ventured, e*er now, the ten- 
dereft member that I have, with a biting thing, and lain 
in a month for it under the furgeon's hands ; and 1*11 ven- 
ture my tongue with any biter of them aJl, but 1*11 be 
fure to have a care of my head for the fervice of theater 
and who knows, whether I may ke^ it, if there be a 
treaty ; but I wonder what good my head would do- them :

me, they would have us difband, I think too, and fitt 
n o longer ; but if the army, will love us, we*ll love tha 
army; for why fhould the counties be fo moch againffl 
the f(^iers, poor wretches ! confidcr^ my lords, an| 
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. *twere your own cafes for it might have pleafed God to 
I have made fome of us foidiers. Andfo» my lords, I think 
I have maard your firfl reafon againft the 3 propoiitions. 
Your fecond reafon is, Becauje bis majtfly batb oftttt 
declared, that be 'will J^n notbing till all things he con- 
cluded^ and tberefere, thai tbe fending cf tbofe thru muft 
ne^s caufe deUgi to tbe treaty, I would have you to 
know, my lords, I am not for delays, I hate them^ 
for I think I am as hady as any man ; but yet I care 
not, if we delay a treaty with God or the king till 
doomfday, and that I think is a fair time : for it may* 
be to morrow, for ought we know: and it is a very 
£t time, I think, fince his majefty will agree to nothing 
till the conclufion of all things. I wi(h him well^ he 
was my mafter, but I care not much for feeing himj,. nor 
lor kiifing his hand ; I can kifs my lady Maj^, and me i» 
my miilrefs, I care not for kifling of men : I am aa 
old man, and it is not for me to be kiffing : but if ihe 
be for a perfonal treaty, then indeed this reafoa iiolds^ 
good againft delay, and I am of your opinion. 

Then you fay too, Jt is contrary to tbe rules of treat* 
*^» ^* grant any tbing before tbe treaty^ Have we done 
what we lift all this while, and mull we go by rule 
now? Then it will follow too,, that we muft let the 
king rule again. . He is in a fine condition to rule, is 
he not ? I thought we could have ruled one another 
better than he. I am fure my lord ^^ rules me, a» 
D^ell as ever I would defire ;. and I believe he rules yois 
as well as me f and then we can never beagainft the 
.rules of treating, as long as he rules the roaft ; becau£e 
he fays a treaty is out of all rule, and none but unruly- 
fellows do ftand for it, and it is not for our honours, m)r 

krds, to be unruly : but d e, I think we cannot bie. 

unruly ; for we have as good a diCbiplin'd army as any^ 
i» in the world -to rule us. 

But I fay further. That it was tbe defire. of tbe Scots. 
U have bis majefiy come to fome of bis, boufes near Lon- 
don, and tbertfore av« fhould yield to it prefentfy^, to keef'

xssy lords,^ what have we to do with them now? we^

for wit and honour iHdom meet togBther. I know bhumt 



count fwearing to be wit; and if I had been 
witty as to keep dole to my oaths at coart, and not 
broke them by pbjring fidie with the king, and forfwear 
myidf by taking the flate^s oaths» and the Scoit oath, 
4. — e I had been as good a duke belbie this time, as 
any Sai of them all. Bat hang dakes, we are ptiaoes 
BOW an*t pkafe theoommons. 

As lor the king*s coaung to one of hk hoaics, I 
know not what tkit means, for ke hath never a hoafe: 
I hy they are die Haters honfes time out of mind, at 
kaft thefe feren years, ever fince his mijefty was tonwd 
out of doon. 1 am afiaid, if he flKmld cooac to any of 
bis hoofes, and we not agree with him, nor let him be 
king again, we (haQ be tamed oat of oar hoiife, and the 
commons oat of tbeir hooie ; and then we fliall not have 
a hoofe to hide oar heads in. Mark ye too, my loids, 
it maft be to ibme one,of hk booics near Ltmdm. How 
d^like that? I am fure ibme of yoa have no hoafts 
near London, and ye tiiought to auike boki widi his ma- 
jefiy*8. 's death, I thongbt ye had hoofed him for that 
parpoft and wiH ye now give over hoafe-keejMag ? 

Yoa fay Hkewiie there is moK reafon to of!er Hcaty 
with -him now, than there was heretofore at Oxford wl 
Uxbridgi. Well, my lords, yoa may do what yoa will. 
Sink me, if I don^t live and die with the hoofe of 00m- 
mons. I am for the ftate; ay, bat if you^Uandoyoor 
felves with reafon, I cannot bd^ it: yea fee <che cavi^iefs 
have undone themfdres with K already. And if youH 
beggar year felves with k too, and leave me to keep 
houfc hereby myftlf, yoa may. Yoa know the hooie <^ 
commons and I are all one ; and if yoa leave the honk of 
peers to me and two or three more, the convmons hoofe 
scd oat^s wfil foon be aH one too. ifang reafea ihen, 
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iriU ywt furovofce iht ftatd, smd kav9 my oomganj for a 
little reafon ? you know whither my lord of HoUand is 
gone for bk retiini* and wfa^'i become i^ my lord Fraitcis 
4ad the rcft» and where I am that have reaibo. Yoa 
tilk of . treating at Oxfit^d and l/w^r/^^. Tis troe hie 
majefty batted us with learoii : but how hath he profpered 
after it ? I beliere it never did any body «iy good f and X 
am fure» though we had no reafon to get the better, yet wo 
g^ the bet^r with no rea&n; and therefore becaofe we 
Sirived fo well then without reafon* I think *tis wifely 
done 10 deal out of all reafon ever fince. And fo» my 
lords, I think I have tickled yoa for all yoor reafon«, a« 
gftinft our fending of the three propofitions before a treaty. 
Now, my lords, in the next place, I'll prove the pro* 
pofitions themfelves to be fo veafonable, that I know 
yottUl never troft to your own reafons again. What 
though they are anieafoeabfe, yet they are not fo, if I 
keep to my former diftin£lion, that is, not according to 
roafen of ftaie,'bnt the ft^*6 readbn; for feeing a treaty 
would quite undo the ftatO) fure 'tis all the reuon in the 
world, they^ihottld propound things out of reafon, on 
purpoie to prevent treating. Therefore I'll maiataia 
the firft propofition is moil xeafonaUe, that the king 
ibould read all prodamations and declarations againft us,. 
amd ^ell he efcapes fo too, for I am fure he flai^ered ua 
fuficirntly with a matter of truth, though he called ua 
oui^qf mv'Mmes; s'deathi which of all us are rebels and 
tray tors ? do I look like one } what, am I a Fattx or a 
Cat^ ? I am fure I had no hand in this laft powder* 
plot I nor the firft neither : I fcorn to be a traytor, ay^ 
4-*<^«e. What, dedarations and procJamations to cut off 
our hfads, and not recal them ? you may dmfe whethes 
you'll have them teealled or no f but, fink me, I'll have 
them repelled. What (hall your heads be fitted with an iron, 
cup*€afe, and fet a funning thefe deg-days upon the top q| 
th» houfe here, to fpoil our complexions? d- — e, we. 
mnft aU come to it, if we be rebels and tr$iytors : traytor 
ttea ia his face, if he will aor ret^ his prodamations p, 
for they will make us tmy tors, in fpight of our teeths»^ 
if we do not make them treafon'ag^nft the ftate. What 
tbo' the houfe of commas have made us traytt>rs in many 
thifig$in fpite of our teeths, I hope the date may do any 
thing, and be no trcsafon : therefoxe, I fay, th^e proda-^ 
N 6 matibns 
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madons Are treafen againft the ftate, and Co not to reca^ 
them, is to be a tray tor agatnft the ftate. 

But the cavaliers fay, if the king recals them, then he 
snakes himfelf and them to be the traytors. And all the 
reafon in the world, believe me j for do what we can, 
we cannot make them traytors : why then (bould not he 
make them fo to oar hands; for I am Aire we ufe them* 
like traytors ; and one had better-be traytors, I think, tha» 
ufedib: bat they are ilabbom fellows i their fhoulder» 
are broad enoagh to bear any thing, and therefore the 
ftate hath reafon to make them the traytors. I remember 
when they prodamed my lord of EJixsL traytor, and 
sny lord Si^ here a traytor, and all that ftuck fo them 
traytors, I am fure I fluck to them doft, and yet I 
think we are never the worfe traytors' for being pro- 
claimed. What is a preelamation ^ I am fure there are 
fome in the Hate that have torn his majefty's proclamati- 
tms. How can they be traytors then f but I'll tell yoo^ 
my lords, who are the traytors. The king's evil coun- 
iellors, are the traytors ; for they never left him till we 
Ant him up clofe prifoncr, and put them away. We are 
the king's great council now : what though we will not 
let him come amongft us ; yet I am fure we are his beft 
council ; for we fave him a great deal of trouble, and di(^ 
patch all things for him, without a hearing, and fo 1 hope 
we fhall difpatch him too, if he will not recaL Judge 
you then, my lords, whether Ke had not beft read hk 
proclamations. 

Now, for the fecond propofition for fettling of church- 
government, there is all the reafon in the world for it t 
for, I fay, every tub ought to ftand upon his own bottom? 
why then fhould not the church of Bnglandht fettled 
upon a Scdtch bottom ? here is fuch a deal of do about a- 
church and religion j I tell you plainly, my lord, I ai» 
an indcpendantj I love it better than prefbytery ; and 
yet 1 think they are both but a tale of a tub: but how- 
focver, it is an ill tub that hath no bottom : therefore, 
my lords, I keep to my firft faying, the church will never 
be fettled, till every tub ftands upon his own bottom. 
Judge you then, whether I am not fit to be a reformer.. 
The affembly fays, we muft reform according to the word 
of God. For my part, I never trouble myfelf to read a 
word of it, and yet you know I am an aflembly-man. 
What need I read the word of God, when I keep a chap- 
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\xA to read it \ befides, they fay the reading of it would 
fp<nl my oaths, and I'll not leave one word of my oaths 
for all the word of God : bat I am willing to be rid of 
the Scotch oath, becaufe they fay *tis taken oat of the 
word of God, and it may be i(i for ought I know. B(^ 
yet 1 would &in keep the covenant, beoiufe it hath kept, 
many of us thefe lurd times, and becaufe it keeps the 
bifhops.away from us. I cannot abide blihops, they have 
ifi much learning and antiquity : 1 hate furplices too, ever 
fince Mr Henderfon preached it up for the whore of Ba- 
iyhn^s fmock. It feems he had taken it up often, for 
he had many a bout with her, (asMr^^^actfrifays^now 
mnd.anon too: but hang the whore of i?«^Z»« ; fhe is 
an old whore, and I am an old man, (1 thank God) but 
I cannot abide old whores, nor you neither, my lords^ 
I hope. Therefore judge you whether hi& majelty oaght 
cot to fettle church-government presently, that all old 
whores may be excommunicated. 

As for our third proportion, for the fettling of the 
militia, I know not well what to fay to it. This mi^ 
)itia is a hard wcu'd^ and fo is publick faith, but yet the 
citizens made a fhift to fwallow it : the devil's in their 
gilts, they will dowii with any thing thele hard times ; 
and they will down with militia too, if we would let 
them. Sure it is a v&ry hard word ; for we have much 
ado to make his maje% part with it, and we are as loch 
to pjtrt with it as his majelly. But I think we have made 
him part with it in fpight of his teeth. What though he 
will not ffive it us. We have it already ;; and we are 
fools (I think) if :Hre do not keep it. What, take, away 
our arms? does he think tqxxizkt, the ^te:cror&the cud- 
gels, and be popifh again? the ftate (hall order Hammond 
to trip up his heels firft, and if he cannot do it, Ralph 
ihall go and make him kick up his heels, ife is a mem- 
ber of the ilate's militia; he may do it; d-— e, he may s 
for no body that I fee dares queiUon him. Judge you 
then, whether his majefty had dot as good let us cut 
his throat with the militia, as without it. -And fo, my 
lords, I think the three proportions arp very reafbn^e, 
aiid that you will niever trouble the date .with any more 
xeafons againfl them. 

Now, my lords,, for the city's petition here before' 
us, I have but one word more to fay, I fay, their 
petition is worfc than your rcafons. They would have 
-'" a treaty 
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atresty too, tad no prqpofitioM; butthqr imiuA iaBT 
fe nanaerly to the fiats as your brdftipi i fiv you giro 
ifalb»i» but tlMy bring not a word of vnfon tiiat 1 am, 
anderftand; aad ytt tkey will have no nay to a treaty. 
Hang tktm ndcaii» it is to &Te their pur&t; they h^ 
rather iave their porfes* then thenfelvet or the flate r bi^ 
d--*e» their pome and they are both repfobates, and 
theiefovel iay the Aus mo&d*-n them both. It it 
poffible in time the ibte nny hang them for all their 
lervioef i I do not mean the aldermen in their own efaains ; 
for, the troopers will find other wait for execetion : and 
well they deferve it i for th^ poor army hath takm tho 
paint to conqner the kingdom and them too ; and yet 
tht chnrk are . (b mi&mble, they never conld find in 
dieir hearts to give them io moeh as one meal of thaakf- 
giving ; thenfom I think after their cold break&ft bo. 
foK Coicii/er, they had befi come and £d] aboard upott 
the city. I am fare they have fome friends here that 
will bid them welcome: Skipp9n hath a thouiand hoHe 
for the purpefe, aad I think they will help pretty well 
to fetch recrnits oat of thefe dogged fctiowa of the ohy^ 
and keep ont aperienal treaty. 

Then made, toif lorda» they*ll have this trea^ to b^ 
in Londm i no other place will ferve than to have the 
king in hot Londm s I thought they had kings enough 
at Lmuin abeady : but they^U have king Cbmrin i that 
is a malignant word if yoa pat bat God to it ; for, it it 
the cavauera word, and I am neither. I hope, my 
k>ids» yott will be io too, and not tym cavaliers now at 
laft; for what fhoald we do with king £i^4U^jf which 
of oficanlookhiminthe&cel dr--£, I think yoa have 
ks little reaibn to treat with him as I. Well, my lordsg 
I haxe fpoken mf mind ; I pray lyea do not order the 
pinting of my fpeech ; for, I would not have every body 
know my mind be&re.myfelf. I ihould i^eak oftener ii 
1 might be left in print ; for, a i^ch in print is near 
kin to learning, wdA I hale iearnW i I hate a Igng j 
I hate king Cbarki. Do you do £ too, and let ua 
love one another, and be obedient to tbe.Jate: lor; 
i^r fli-r, folk wHf . madsam. ju mmrnks iui&tit koitam rf.a 
hed^e^ we are undone, if we do not. make Aurft of the 
city, and keep off it |»crbnal treaty*.

But this ia 
not all that we have done ; for we have reformed religi- 
on, and brought the church as nigh to what it was in the 
primitive times amongft the JenjDt and Pagans, as may- 
be; for the Cbriftians have fold all t>»y have long fince» : 
and laid it at our feet, and we begin once more to have 
all things in common. Beiides, Sir, we have done 
ftrange jufUoe on $he late tyrant, and transform^ the > 
kingdom into a common-wealth, as Nebucbadnizxar was 
Into a beaft.

This name, in my opinion; we 
cannot better difpofe of, than in conferring it on the 
houfe I 'fpoke of; ^r not only that^ but all other houfes 
of the iame quality, (of which odrs is the reprefentativf) 
nay in the right thereof hereafter he caik4 a Rsmfy as 
being a name more proper and iignificant» in regard of 
the relation it hath to the part. And truly. Sir, I be- 
lieve the wifdom and juftice of this houfe can do no lefs, 
if you pMe hH to coafuier the neax and intimate cor- 
jf fpondehce tb^t bovic has ever held with this, as having 
ever b«eft tatrnfled wiifa the moft urgent and weighty 
motten that we hmte ever carried «n; and fo ceceffiiry 
thftt 1 may b<4dly &y, without that recourfe which we 
httve had to it in our greater extremities, this houio 
might have fiiier^d for it sKiny a time axui oft. It is 
nowy Sir, 9§ fuU as this honounible houie was once of 
jQcaobf rs, asd «» unafeful ; iintil we take fome courfe to 
enpty it, as we did this i which I humbly conceive* 
we jcaB by no means avoid. Por, under kvour, I do 
not think ws can ufe this houfe as we did the houfe of 
lofds; I mcas, vote it down, when it will ferve our 
tnnis no longer : no, this is % matter of a higher nature^ 
»kI nu>Be wdgl^y concefmnent ; and as the di&rence 
is gseat m reafoo of Astie^ ib it is alfo in point of con* 
ftience : for tho* it is tme we engaged and fwore to naain^ 
tain the hodc of lords, yet we did it not after a right 
manner ; for we read, it was a cuftom among the y^ws^ 
when they aiade any ioleia vow, to put their handa 
under oaean^thcr^s hams; and if we had doaefowhea

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Hot, fiooe» beitgapropbet, he might have made fcriptare of 
pttrpo&tohave proved him a tyrant and a tray tor, as we 
did law to condemn the late king after he was put to 
death. Bat tho' Dk^id was wlfer than his teachers, he 
was not (b wife as we were : 'tis true, for his own ad- 
vantage he knew how to make the filly Pbiliftines believe 
he was mad ; bat I am miilaken if we have not oat-doi^ 
him this way too, and made the wifeft think os fo. But 
to return tx> the purpofe; fuppofe, Sir, the armyfhould 
havt occafion to give this honourable honfe a purge again^ 
you would be loth it fhould work here ; and truly I do 
not know, what other way you have to avc>I it, unlefa 
yv^ fhould make ufe of that place where the aiTembly of 
divines lately fat, which for my part I like very well, if 
it were nearer ; and certainly they have no reafon to take 
it ill, for It is according to the example of the bed re- 
formed chufcfaes.

It is true, 
the heads of regiments (yea and captains) that have 
been capital offenders, it is not your prudence to truft^ 
but for the inferior fry, (who ever yet have been the 
h&cft friends to your power, and the publick) to be 
turned out by wholefale, without a fair and legal hear* 
ing, is not for your own honour, nor intereft. Yoa 
have feen how little a colonel iignifics, where his ac*' 
quaintance is but- green; foldiers love to be lead by 
them they have bled withal. 

Again, how many men have you turned out even 
for their judgments fake,' that never finned agaioft your 

"• . ^ S n .K i powers 
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powers at that rate, as many that aie kept in ? if an 
Anabaptift ihould have behaved himfelf equal with one 
of another porfwafion^ let their incouragement be equal 
alio: how win yoiupOTftnidt the people you intend a com- 
mon-wealth, whilft thus partial in your petty proceed- 
ings? it is not what he is, but what he hath dene, 
•li^t to be the queftion to aU. I know a quaker ia 
arms, that eminently ferved you ; yet meet I not widi 
oat that is willing to ferve him. If you will call in 
Che oonduft of the army, as in 46. (which was as pref- 
hyterian as ever) they will lofe it before a year be 
over* as then they had* The Anabaptift was thicker in 
oiBee than any other perfwaiion, but immediately be- 
fore this turn, yet could he not keep it, nor ftem the 
tide, when the torn came ; and joft is it with the great 
Jdkovab^ that that party that pretends to common li« 
berty, and yet grafps at all, Ihoakl lofe even what he 
mtneady hath. Much reafon might alfo be urged for 
this ; for naturally all parties compire a^unft any that 
alone enjoys the power, as nine at a tabk would at the 
tenth, when he ingroflb the entertainment of the 
whole. 

Moreover, that party that is fo indoftrioufly 6t iu>on 
incroaching all, can leaft be credited, becaule of their 
many former defedlions^ and attempts to betray the 
caufe: Lovt was belyed, if not a prefbyterian, and 
MoQib no lefs. I fpeak it iM)t to refle£t, for there are 
thatl love and honour of that pesfwafion» as convinced 
they do indeed deferve it, both as truly pious perfons 
^kA friends to the publick : as of the other hand, I do 
believe there is more than a remnant of that opinion, 
aK>yaL Whereas the iediarian party cannot be barged 
\y envy itfelf,^ with trea&n of that nature,, nor is this 
a bare fnrmife i^uing from a jealous brain, whilft we 
lee even one of t))« commiffioners refafe the oath a* 
gSJnft the ^iuarH claim» and Sir Anth^nf^A^^. Cooper 
(an <dd cavalier) made a colonel, whili& his malignancy 
incapacitates him to be a. member of the council* Of- 
icers generally are moft civil, and pocket up injuries 
£|etttly ; but when you come to model the troops, as. 
you have dene the conduifi^ jqmx work will recoil ;. or 
if you do it not, your new officers will have no comi* 
nand ever the old &ldiers.. Thus the further and fader 
you go ia your fettlcmcnt> the mone unfettkd are 
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y^^l like one that m^ods his p^ce when his way is 
wrong.

At 
your firft fitting you were an apparent bleffing to the na- 
tion, which begat in all good people longings for your re- 
turn again, in hopes to find you yet better; but not fo: 
yoa were a fecond time interrupted, and good men ingag- 
ed f or your return, with heighten'd expeftation yoa 
would rule righteoufly and purely for God and your gene- 
ration ; but behold worll of all. I befeech you to lay it to 
heart, examine, and fee what is the reafon you dye and 
wither in the eflecm of good men; fee whether you have- 
anfwered thofe private and perfonal obligations to good 
people at Por//mou/B, the P/eei, London, and every where, 
which made them not value their livc3 for your fakes : 
and fee whether all this gives not great ground of fear, 
that your (and our) glaft is run, and an overflowing, 
icourge juft ready to feize upon us. 

Again, lefler faults in good men are punifhed feverely,. 

while greater in others are let go fcot-frce; which^

ing yours limply confidered) and OU'oer St yoJIm, one 
that was both, yet he can keep his feat, have impuni- 
ty, and rule the roaft ? it is true, the 96t was private 
and perfonal, yet did it, and the fedading major SallB-^ 
^vay liberally difcover the complexion and temperature 
©f your houfe. 

Again, you kifs and hug them that fcom and hate 
you, and (light fuc^ as faithfully ferved yon. Your de- 
claration (a pitiful, dull, confufed, iaplefs piece) courteth 
the clergy and the lawyer, a brace of birds, that ever 
yet have endeavoured to pick out your eyes; oh! Lord, 
what fad fate mull needs attend that power that ac-

IV. Your trade's decayed. I pre&me yoa wiH 
{ive me your faith- (without proof) that* it is fb*: how 
it came, and why it continues, every ode fktisfies him^ 
felf with his own reafon, and therefore I (hall fpare my 
pain and your trouble : only let nie tell you, this is the 
dame of all idlenefs ; and no vice can be your friend^ 
if you intend a common-wealth.

I Ihail not To much a$ 
mtmioa the in£ute iaconvenieiiGes that are intaikd to 
this I only will fty (what yoo may obfervc) this arm/ 
fenret yoo not en pri&dpk, hot for pay; I will not 
deny bat there are among them that would have me by 
the ear», flioald they know I iaid ib : but deceive not 
yourielves: could Did have kept them, th^ had ne- 
ver boBD yoursi and they flaid with F^t<wtwd till they 
had eat up the three laft momhr afleffinent; nor had 
they left him yet^ could he have got or lent diem more» 
Lm/liff Your enemies increafe^ and that both in num* 
ber and natofe ; lor you create enemies to yourfelves, 
and this with fe great an induftry, that were I an 
alien» I fliould think it your intereft to do fi> ; for n4 
man ever ooald imagine any power fhould be fo buil> 
}y occttpied in kicking off iu £iikft friends. Are not 
yoitf old eaeafties enou^h^ but you muft make new^ 
ihis carries conviftion with it, that you intend to take 
your old enemies for new friends, but woful is this 
advice 3 and unavoidable ruin will be the eSSsA, and if 
you enter not Into new eouncili, &rewel for ever the 
old caufe. The ways to fave you, are but twa £f» 
youfe again and indulge the Si^arM intereft; for a 
iittle time will tell you« you cannot keep out the lung 

' without their aid. His iatereft or theirs you xaaSt make 
yours. The prelbyters alone cannot preserve yon if 
they would, and three parts of four would not, if they 
could I think not I fpeak at random. 

The other is, the fpeedy filling up your houie: 
contempt's upon you,'becaufe of your paucity ; nor will 
the fcclttded members give up their ckim, till others are 
in the room. 

Befides, ^as you are, you aiie not a competent repre« 
fentative for fo large a territcny as England i^ Many 
places have none to reprefent them at all, and you 
have oft declared no laws ihall be made, nor money 
raifed, but by the peoples reprefentatives in parhamentr 
io that ybu yourfelves have tied their purfe ; nor will you 
get it open without knocks till then. Moreover, yow

of flate are at this uncertainty; and they who would 
mind their bufinefs, and imploy themfelves and others, 
growing idle, and their monies lying dead, become 
enemies to you, as the caufe thereof, nor can any ex- 
cafe be fonq^ for you. 

To conclude, how many would be thorow com- 
IttQo-wesddiVmcDy &w they ^u & ? but whilft you aof 
uncertain, fo are they, zsA judge it imprudent to out- 
£ice the power; to abjure monarchy, and the mo* 
march alfo, till the fUte doth it ; after you is good man- 
ners, becaufe if you vary, they are uodone \ wouki 
you tie any Mer than yourfelves? that is moft un- 
righteous; if you will refexve a turn to the king, 
quarrel not with others for being refervM alfo; lead 
the van thereibre over Ruiiccn, ooubt not enongh will 
follow, but it muft be alfo for a free, jufi, and equal 
common-wealth ; not that one party or perfwaiion muft 
have all the nu^iilracies in their own hands, and 
all the reft as fervitars attending it; no, this is 
but the name, it is the thing you muft fet up» or 
the name of Cb4irles Sutart will be better, and 
find more followers than it. Sirs, your veiTers leaky^ 
and your pump too little ; cacreen her quickly, or 
you fmk pad afl recovery. This is the humble, but 
Jbeaity advice of.

He is a £rvage creatare in 
die mtdft of civil people, not defenrin? to be bom 
of others, as not caring to live, bat for himfelf. Nay, 
it is worthily reputed a kind of civil death, to do no^ 
thing elfe but live : for as long as we have a coon* 
try to abide it; w^ have a duty to tender it. All we 
have» we have froitn it; and by confequence owe in 
ill! we have.
